Gentlemen of the Senate, — . 
and of the Hause of Representatives: ae "m 

As the Representatives of the People of Arkansas, you have been 
assembled under the requirements ef the Constitution, to consider 
of their interests. It js a high and responsible duty assigned to 
you: and its very importance should admonish you to divest your- 
selves of all improper influences, that you may enter upon its dis- 
charge with clean hands and pure hearts, remembering, that while 
your fellow-citizens look to you for the protection of their rights, 
youare dependent upon an Allwise Providence, in whose hands is the 
destiny of nations, for wisdom to direct you in the discharge of the 
jmportant duties devolving upon you, as the chosen Representa- 
tives of a free and sovereign people. 

The State, whose welfare you control, is comparatively young, 
unsettled in her policy, and undeveloped in her resources. -Her 
interests are various and immature—in that condition in which 
events may direct her energies, and circumstances fashion her des- 
tiny, for the future; when wise and considerate legislation ‘may 
quicken her young and growing powers into life, throw light over 
her undeveloped resources, direct the hand of enterprise towards 
the treasures that sleep beneath her surface, give an impulse to 
mind, and encouragement to the diffusion of intelligence among 
the youth of the country. All this, you, as the Representatives of 
the people, can effect; or, by a different policy, you may cause your 
names to be inscribed upon history’s darkest page—a blighting 
record of your country’s shame and your own unworthiness. 

The destiny of Arkansas, at this hour, is like clay in the hands 
of the potter. It may be moulded and fashioned into form and 
beauty, or crushed into deformity and ruin. Let sectional misrule 
and unwise legislation characterize your deliberations at this ses- 
sion, and a destiny is fixed for Arkansas, from the evil effects of 
which ages may not be able to free her. 

. Itis made my duty, by the Constitution, to call your attention 
to such subjects as affect the public interests, and give you my 
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' viéws-uport-the general .poliey-of the State. I feelthe responsi- 
y of this duty, and,' with many misgivings, enter upon its dis-

AL I have.státed, there 1s. a crisis in the affairs of States as. well 
as. individuals, when direction. may be given to their fortunes, and. 
_ their destinies fixed for good or evil; when wise legislation may 

advance; or an illiberal policy destroy. "ua PN 
_ I believe Arkansas has reached that crisis in her affairs; that she 

now stands bending over the gulf, wherein she is doomed to plunge, 
unless you, the protectors of her interests and guardians of her 
prosperity, shall, by wise and liberal legislation, change her ten- 
dency, and place her interests upon that footing indicated so clear- 
ly:by the progressive spirit. of the age in which we live. . 

-For the last four years, I have thought much of Arkansas. and 
her interests. My obligations to her people, who, too indulgently, 
Selected me as their Chief Magistrate, required this at my hands, 
and made it an anxious duty; while my love for the land of my 
childhood's adoption, my youthful pleasures and my manhood’s 
pride, has made it pleasure, not, 1 confess, unmixed with anxiety, 
. trouble and vexation. For there are many things connected with 
her former history, her past legislation, and the administration of 
her affairs, which her friends. might desire to have been different. 

It shall be my only object, in alluding to our past omissions, to 
prepare your minds for a different policy in future. And should 
we differ in our opinions, touching the true interests of the State, 
lhopeit wil be remembered that we represent separate depart- 
ments of the government, and while our interests are the same, we 
are in rio wise dependent one upon the other; but are responsible 
for the manner in which we shall discharge our respective duties, 
alone to the people, our common constituency. . x M 

Since your last adjournment, every branch of industry has pros- 
pered, and a rich reward crowned the labor of the husbandman.

rily be: discussed in this communication, it will not be amiss to 
take a cursory view of our past history and present condition as a 
State, to the end that we may, in the light of experience, enter 
upon the examination of those measures demanded for present re- 
lief and future prosperity. ETC NE 

Arkansas was admitted, as a State, into the Union in.1836, now 
sixteen'years ago. Her territory was large, and her population 
small in numbers and indigent in circumstances, possessed but few 
capabilities for properly entering upon the task of self-government. 
Situated on the west of the great Mississippi, beyond which the 
tide of emigration had not then passed, and indeed there was a 
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large tract of unsubdued forest intervening between her and the - 
thickly settled States, to be settled up before she. could naturally 
expect to arrest the attention of emigrants, and her soil become the 
resting place of that mighty tide of human beings which has ever 
been tending westward since the history of man was written; du- 
ring which time, she had to remain in a state of probation, anx- 
iously awaiting the coming of the people, before commencing the 
work of improvement. At this time she had but little over fifty 
thousand inhabitants, possessing but little enterprise, . and less 
wealth; the latter making an aggregate of not more than fifteen 
millions of dollars. 

Thus illy prepared, Arkansas assumed the robes of sovereignty, 
and became a free and independent State, entitled to all the privi- 
leges, and assuming all the responsibilities, devolving upon the old- 
est, most wealthy and populous States in the Union. . 

To meet the expenses necessarily incident to a State govern- 
ment, onerous taxes were levied and collected from a people poorly 
prepared to meet the demand. T 

Just before, or about -this time. the land excitement had seized 
upon the minds of thé western people; and, indeed, pervaded the 
community every where. Asa consequence of this, a very large 
portion of our most valuable lands fell into the hands of non-resi- 
dent speculators; precluding their purchase by actual settlers, and 
retarding the settlement of the country, the element most desira- 
ble to a new State. 

At the same time, two Banks were chartered by the Legislature; 
and,in order to procure a. capital fund, upon which to base their 
operations, bonds to the amount of 9,827,000 of dollars were sold, 
for the .redemption of which, the faith of the State was pledged. 
Thus a heavy debt, with accumulating interest, was fastened upon 
the State, during the first year of her existence. 

The affairs of these institutions were intrusted to the manage- 
ment of inexperienced and unfaithful agents. Confusion, embar- 
rassment, and disaster, were the inevitable consequences; and sus- 
pension of their business resulted. And, taking into consideration 
the history of the times, the fact that all the banking corporations 
of the south and west had, at that time or immediately thereafter, 
suspended specie payments, and.ceased to do business, it is very 
doubtful whether a widely different result were practicable even 
under the most faithful and skillful management. Then followed 
the act of the Legislature, by which these banks were placed in 
liquidation; and there is little doubt that, even then, their business 
might have been wound up with but little actual loss to the State, 
had not the ruinous policy been adopted, of extending the time of 
payment to those indebted, to the extraordinary period of ten 
years; thus allowing all those who preferred emigration to the pay- 
ment of their just debts, time and opportunity to leave the State 
and carry off their property, the greater portion of which, in many 
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instances; was: purchased with the very money drawn from: the- 
banks...

> But the injurious consequences of this ta me, ever incomprehen- ` 
sible policy; did not stop here.. Both these banks remained fully 
provided. with officers, who collected just-about efiough te.pay 
-their own salaries. And.in this condition have they remainéd ever 
since; absorbing the-assets-of the bank as fast .as collected, in the 
payment of useless officers; and when the last .dollay’ shall have 
been wrung from the reluctant debtor, then the State: will be left 
‘to foot the bill, and assume their liabilities. -This should cease. 
Better forgive the debtors at once, and be done withthe whole 
affair, than longer endure the consequences of such a policy. 

To.this false step and continued false management of these banks, _ 
may be attributed most of our misfortunes. Public confidence 
was destroyed, emigrants were-warned away from our borders by 
threatened taxation, to pay a debt which they had no- agency in 
ereating. " Our Legislators caught the infection, became sectional 
. in: their views, would not be convinced that Arkansas could mat- 

age, with wisdom, any enterprisé, while under control of the State; 
and the doetrine obtained that it was-the duty of each member to 
secure for his immediate constituents as great a portion of the 
public treasure as: possible, upon the idea that there was no hope 
of ever extricating the State from her embarrassments. 

- Governed by this mistaken'policy, that portion of the surplus 
revenue distributed to Arkansas by the United States, was used, 
first as a portion of the capital fund for the State Bank, and, sub- 
sequently, to defray the ordinary expenses of the State Govern- 
ment, in lieu. of the revenue which should have been raised by tax- 
ation. . Under the same policy, the Seminary Fund, together with 
the proceeds of the 500,000 acres of land given to us for Internal 
Improvement purposes, was- divided among the counties. Thus 
despondency. of public spirit fell upon our people, and has contin-_ 
ued to weigh down the energies of the State; and nothing has been 
done to develop the great internal resources of our soil and climate, 
or make available, for the common good, the natural advantages of : 
our geographical position, and commercial relations. 

This is one side of the picture. Let us turn, now, to its other 
and brighter aspect.’ We. have seen under what. disadvantageous 
circumstances our State came into the Union;-and by what errors: 
and misfortunes, in the very morning of her existence, her energies 
were paralysed, her enterprise fettered, and public: confidence in 
her capabilities almost entirely destroyed. Yet such, and so great- 
. are the natural resources and advantages I have ascribed to her, 
and which she really possesses, that emigrarts from other States 
could not be turned away, and her population has increased in a 
ratio of almost unprecedented rapidity; that is, from 60,000 in 1836, 
to 97,000 in 1840, to 240,000 in 1850, and to at-least 230,000 at 
this time: an increase ucequaled by that of any State of the same 
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age. And her wealth, too, has increased in an equal ratio—that 
is, from #15,000,000)to $50,000,000; while her exports of the great 
southern staple have rapidly risen from 5,000 to 150,000 bales. 
Well may the observers of passing events look with wonder upon 
this result, and ask how it is tọ be accounted for? .Why should 
prosperity attend a State and people who' have no .public spirit, 
exert nohe of the energies of enterprise, and set on foot no works 
of Internal Improvement, to develop the resources so liberally be- 
stowed by the hand of nature? 2E i 
This can be answered only on the principle that, asin. the wisdotir 
of nature, the helpless young of men and animals‘are provided for, 
and fed from her own munificent hand, without efforts of their own, 
so, all the elements necessary for a start upon the highway tc 
prosperitv are furnished to new and early governments by that 
same munificent hand. But the period will as.surely arrive, when 
States must rely upon their own exertions and enterprise to sus- - 
tain and elevate themselves, as that, among men and animals, the 
young will, at a certain period of their existence, be thrown upon 
` their own resources for subsistence. 2E 
In the first settlement of a new country, it is not good policy to 
attempt, nor would it be easily practicable to make those improve- 
ments which are entered into with so much advantage in older 
communities. Railroads cannot: be built in a wilderness country 
as ours heretofore has been, and, if built, could not be kept up. So, 
neither-can Colleges, or other large Seminaries of, Learning, no, 
indeed, any other institutions, under the immediate control of the 
State, be established; and even if established, they cannot be sup- 
ported in a country so thinly populated. In a word, all States 
must progress, from infancy to a certain period of maturity, popu- : 
ation, wealth and consistency of society, before works of a gené- 
ral nature, involving a large expenditure of money, can be under- 
taken with a reasonable hope of success. And when that period 
in the progress of States arrives, the spirit of enterprise, guided by 
the hand of science, must be applied to the more full and continued 
development of their. natural resources, or premature decay will 
characterise their sickly future. 
In my judgment, Arkansas has reached that point in her devel- 
. opment, when something must be done by herself, for her future 
progress. And through us, as her trusted servants, in the respon- 
sible work of legislation and administration, this something. must . 
be done. Ifit be wisely and well done, a career of advancement 
and prosperity is open before us, freely offered by a munificent, 
Providence. If, on the other hand, we be unwise in our choice of 
the means within our reach, or negligent in their use, misfortune 
. and disgrace await us. What, then, shall we do, and how shall we 
doit! [answer: Our object should be to ascertain where errors 
have been committed, in order to avoid them in future—to retrace, 
cautiously, but as fast as may be, whatever false steps are found tc 
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have beeh taken-—to supply. omissions. whenever: discovered—-tu 
repress selfishness and sectionalism às far as we.cani—and.unite-in: 
one common-and hearty exertion for the general good of: the whole 
Sula wee Se. eel ee uu ae 
^ And for the attainment of these great atid’worthy objects, your 
first greatduty, as'the Representatives of a-free:and "republican 
constituency, is to provide for the edueation‘of the children of the 
people. I hold this to be a paramount obligatign, resting. upom 
every ‘Legislator, under our form of Government; from the fact 
that our ‘Institutions-can alone be understood, our. constitutional: 
rights duly appreciated and Wade. secure, and: our prosperity.ad- 
vanced by a generat diffüsion of knowledge among the peaple.. > And:

The General Government; impressed with the importante: of 
views like these, in January, 1836, donated to the State.of Arkani- - 
sas seVehty-two sections of her best lands, “to aid her in estab- 
lishing and endowing a Seminary of Learning."" From that-time 
until 1846, no disposition. was made of- these lands. "They were 
selected anda portion of them sold, and the: proceeds suffered to - 
remain in the treasury of thé State, without any-attempt to-carry 
out the purpose of the grant. To this apparent apathy, [-have but 
little to object.- Arkansas -was.but new and sparsely populated; 
not sufficiently.so, perhaps, to insure the permanency: of such'an 
institution, had it been established. Again, the lands, although of 
the best quality, in consequence of thé large quantity of‘lands in. 
market, and the limited demand, would: not have commanded a 
price to warrant ‘their being sold: And to have made a partial ap- 
plication of the fund, as it^was from’ time to-time collected, in small. 
. sums, would’ have caused its waste, perhaps its total loss. But. 
what:I do object to; is, the "final disposition made of this fund, by 
the Legislature, in- 1848, under the‘act of Congress, passed:in ac- 
cordance with a memorial of-the.Arkansas Legislature, releasing 
them ‘from the original condition of the grant, and:placing these 
lands at their disposal. I object:to this disposition.of the fund; be- 
cause it was an abandonment of all intention to-establish, by State 
authority, a Semindry of Learning'in our State; and because the 
law by-which-this was*done, was but a part of that: vicious distri . 
bution policy, which has obtained in Arkansas so disastrously to  . 
every legitimate interest. - And; furthermore, because I am cons . 
vinced; from a careful investigation into the history of Common 
Schools, and -othér public institutions of léarning in other new 
States, and the praetical operation of-this law, here, at home, that. - 
no possible good has come of. it, or ever ean result to the State, or 
any considerable portion of the- people. Common Schools ean 
prove beneficial only in thickly settled communities, and that, too,

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where Seminaries of learning have previously been in successful 
operation, and the-minds of the people prepared by a previous 
course of training for their reception.:. Before Common Schools 
càn result in that general benefit claimed for them by their friends; 
a sufficient number of the community must: be: well educated to 
prepare public opinion fer such a course of instruction, and to také 
charge of these schools in every neighborhood where they may. be 
established. e a IE E 
Taking these facts as true, I would most earnestly -recommend 
the repeal of the act distributing the Seminary Fund among the 
counties, and the immediate establishment and endowment.of one 
or more Seminaries of Learning, at which teachers for Common 
Schools may be educated, and prepared to push:on with success a 
system of Common schools, when the community may be prepared 
- for them. l m ott 
Establish three of these Seminaries, if you choose; one in the 
north, at some eligible point, say Batesville; one in the west, per- 
haps at Fayetteville, where there is now Nin suceessful operation a 
Seminary of great promise; and the other in the south, say at Tu- 
lip, selecting the Arkansas Military Institute as a basis, And as a 
return for the use of these funds, require these institutions.to edu- 
cate one. or more young men from each. senatorial district, whe, 
when educated, shall be bound to teach a definite number of years: 
Thus, you will prepare the way for Common Schools, and by the 
time the system can be put into successful operation, a sufficient 
number of young men will be educated and prepared to conduct 
them. . i 
The plan of connecting military exercises and instruction with 
literary institutions, is one upon which much attention: has been 
bestowed. Quite a number of institutions, based upon this plan, 
have been established in other States, and one of very considerable 
promise in our own. AH of these have realized. the expectation of 
their friends and founders. Aside from the necessary healthful ex- 
ercise consequent upon a correct course of military training, tend- 
ing to develop and ‘invigorate the physical frame, and add grace 
and dignity to the carriage of the person, there are other conside- 
rations of more importance, in a national peint of view, which 
commend this system of militarv instructions, connected with our 
literary institutions, to your favor. 
"Under our form of government, our national defence must, in a 
very great degree, depend, in time of invasion or other collision 
with foreign powers, upon the citizen soldier. They are frequent- 
ly called into the service of their country, wholly uninformed as 
to their duties as soldiers; without that knowledge.requisite either 
to serve their country effectually, or to protect themselves.. If their 
officers are alike uninformed, the natural consequence must be, that 
great disorder and confusion, if not disaster 1o the country, will 
resulte e 
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. "Taking this view of the subject, that while military: training“an-. 
swers every purpose for recreation and exercise, and at -the same 
time improves the manners, develops: the body; and: supplies them’ 
with information useful to themselves, and to their country; I can- 
not too strongly recommend:to your favorable consideration the 
Arkansas Military Institute; as. well as the connection of like mili- 
tary instructions with any other institution you may, in your wis- 
dom, think proper to establish. ^" 2 ^". | w ; 

The next error in the past legislation of this State, demanding 
your consideration and correction, to which 1 would allude, is the 
distribution of the proceeds of the 500,000 acres of land donated 
to this State, by act of Congress, for. purposes of Internal Improve- 
“ment. Doo v ped er vs pum NE 
. * The Congress of the United States, impressed with the necessity 
of the development of the country, and particularly. of the new 
States, and being convinced that there was no-«method:by which 
this object could be so surély and speedily accomplished, as by a - 
well conducted system of Internal Improvements in the States; in 
1841, donated. to the State of Arkansas 500,000 acres of land, for 
the purpose, as it is expressed, “of aiding the State in the construc- 
tion of works of Internal Improvement therein; reserving to the 
United States the right to transport free of charge, over whatever 
roads or other works constructed, the mails, troops and munitions 
of war, thus making the prant a conditional one; that the State 
should construct works.of Internal Improvement, and the United 
States might use them for national purposes. If we fail to appro- 
priate these:lands to the objects designated by the United States, 
and agreed to by the State, by her acceptance of the grant, we, 
upon our part, not only are guilty of bad faith with the General 
Government, but absolutely violate the terms of the grant, and . 
thereby render it void, and the lands, do, upon well settled princi- 
ples of law, and ought, of right, to revert to the grantor. 

: If however, when the proceeds of these lands were diverted from 
their legitimate channel, they had been appropriated to some more 
useful and beneficial purpose, some excuse might have been plead- 
èd for the exhibition of bad faith on our part. . But they were di- 
vided among-thé counties, a pittance to each, and of no practical 
use or benefit to any. Under the first law passed, distributing 
this fund, it could not have been collected fast enough from the . 
purchasers of the lands, to have paid the expenses of some 500 
agents employed to distribute it. This law: was changed and vast- 
ly improved by the last Legislature, leaving, however, abundant 

‘room, and urgent demands, for further improvement. "mE: 

I would not, by any means, have this law repealed, and the 
whole fund accumulated in the vaults of the treasury, there to be 
the bone of contention.. - But, before this law is repealed,.as it 
should, and, I trust, will be, I would have it appropriated to some 
specific object or objects of Internal Improvement. But of the 
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mode of applying this fund, I will speak more in detail when 1 come | 
to discuss the subject of Internal Improvements. T 
- Since historians have written, the star'of empire has ever gone 
hand in hand with Progress and Enterprise, bearing with them 
religion, intelligence and improvements.

great. Whilst those who adhered to the gods-of their fathers, and 
refused obedience to: the teachings of the age in which they lived, 
fora period struggled on, but finally gave way, and have. been 
numbered among the nations that were. And now there is no 
earthly power, denying the truth of the christian bible, that is not 
receding, further and further into obscurity, attended.by unerring 
indications, that very soon they will no longer bé numbered among 
the nations of the earth. “Se when the almost divine art of print- 
ing was discovered, those nations who then thought and acted as 
the non-progressives now think and act, sunk into ruins, and as 
„the star of empire faded to their view, fell into excesses, shock- 
ing to our senses and disgraceful to our nature, leaving a history 
. useful only to those who would stand before the car of Progress. 
Very soon the spirit of commerce became the spirit of the age. 
Some of the older, and then more powerful nations, insensible to 
&he obligations resting. upon them, to turn this mighty element of 
wealth and power to their advantage, contented themselves with 
fortifying their stroag holds, and erecting useless walls.around their 
. ¢rowded cities, and tamelv coasting along their unprofitable shores; 
while their younger, but more enterpising. neighbors, fired with 
-the-spivit of enterprise that was abroad in the land, whitened every

Jieving sister nations sunk, to rise no more, beneath the shades of

continent, their prosperity or adversity was made to depend upon 
their encouragement of commerce, the diffusion of general intelli-

*- This mighty element of prosperity is working. wonders.all — 
around.us,and the time is at hand when Arkansas must lay hold 
. of this great lever of power and prosperity: . - de d 
In a geographica] point of view, Arkansas occupies a central.po- 
sition-in the Union; midway between the northern lakes and: the 
southern. gulf, :directly on the route from the.densely populated 
States.on the Atlantio—from which a constant tide.of emigration 
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is pouring into our newly acquired possessions on the Paeific. 
Thousands of miles separate these two extremities. This distance 
must be annihilated, or they cannot long remain'integrál portions 
of the same nation. . Separate interests will spring up, and the ab- 
sence of intercourse will produce estrangement of feeling, dange- 
reus in its tendencies and perhaps disastrous in it$ results. 

To prevent and guard against this national ealamity, California 
must be drawn in closer neighborhood with the older States, by 
the construction of a railroad from the Mississippi river (which 
railroads have already reached from the east) to the Pacific coast. 
The safety of the nation, as well as the individual interests of the- 
community, demand the construction of this road, and that speed- 
ily. . 

"it it is important to the Union that this road should be built, it 
is equally important that its location should be made with an eye 
to the same great object; so that as far as possible the engendering 
of local prejudices and sectional jealousies may, be avoided. A 
starting point, then, should be selected upon the Mississippi river, 
as little calculated as possible to engender these sectional feelings 
and prejudices. "That there exists an unkind feeling between the 
northern and southern States, cannot be denied; to allay and éradi- 
cate which, should be the first desire of every patriot. "The loca- 
tion of this road may go far towards the accomplishment of this 
object, as well as insureits construction. If New Orleans is made 
the starting point, as it is contended by some it should be, aside 
from all local obstacles and objections growing out of the unfitness 
of things, it becomes at once a southern road, arraying all the pre- 
judices of the north, and utterly precluding all efficient aid- from 
the General Government. So with the contempleted road from 
St. Louis. This, as a starting point, is liakle -to objections similar 
to those that exist against New Orleans, in a political point of view. 
To each of these points there exists, also, insuperable objections of 
a physical character. To reach New Orleans, you must penetrate 
a region subject to an epidemic scourge, and encounter the mala- 
ria of the morass, and destructive miasma of the southern fens. 
While, on the other hand, to reach St. Louis, you must encounter 
the chilling blasts and obstructing snow-drifts of the north, 

Let a point, then, be selected free from all these objections, both 
of a political and physical character. That point is Mempuis, in 
Tennessee, situate mid way between the contending cities—New 
Orleans in the south, and St. Louis in the north; free from the ob- 
jections attaching to both; neither north nor south, but a point at 
which the fair-haired sons of the north can meet their sun-burnt 
brothers of the south, and, seated side by side, westward take their 
way. in addition to this, Memphis seems already to have been 
selected, by general consent, as the point on the Mississippi at 
which all the railroads, starting from the Atlantic states, tending 
westward, both from the north and south, converge. When the . 
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tniddle and New England states start their thousands westward, 
by means of numerous railroads. already completedy they reach. 
Cincinnati, thence to Louisville, and upon the cars.of the Louis- 
ville and Memphis road; now in process of .construetion, will be 
set down upon the banks of the mighty Mississippi; at a point ep- 
posite the centre of our state. So. with the southern traveler, frem 
Virginia, the Carolinas and Georgia, by means. of the Charleston 
and Chattanooga roads, now being completed to Memphis, the 
‘same point will bé reached. "Alabama and. Mississippi are rapidly 
securing their connection with the same point.. Is it probable. that 
this vast.systeni of railroads is destined to stop here? £.cannot 
think so; unless, by the criminal neglect of our most.important in- 
terests and duties, we fail to afford that aid and encouragement ne- 
cessary to insure its extension westward, over our. own soil, to its 
ultimate destination on the Pacific. - AA E : 
It cannot be disguised, however, that whatever may be the. ob- 
jections both to St. Louis and New Orleans, as crossing-points on 
the Mississippt river, for the Great Western Railroad, they are 
struggling for it with that power and energy which is ever prompt- 
ed by a spirktot self-preservation, and with-that prospect.of suc- 
cess, which results from a judicious combination of. wealth, enter- 
prise and energy.  . s z . A p 
I hold that, for years yet to come, there ean be constructed and 
supported but one railroad from the Mississippi river to the. Pacific, 
And; while St. Louis and New Orleans are leaving no stone un- 
turned, no exertion: untried, and no necessary amount of money 
unexpended, to secure to themselves the benefits which must re- 
sult from the crossing of the Mississippi at these points, it is incum- 
bent on Arkansas to enter the lists, and, by a proper representa- 
tion of her superior advantages, contend for the prize. I have not 
the slightest doubt, if she prove but true to: herself in such a con- 
test, this great national highway, stretching from ocean to.ocean, 
holding in its embrace a mighty continent, teeming with wealth, 
luxury and refinement, will pass over our soil, and through. our 
state, froni: one extremity to the other. Whether this road to the 
Pacific will bé-built or not, I deem a settled question, and shall not: 
enter upon its discussion. That Memphis, or some other point on 
the Mississippi river, below the mouth of the Ohio, and above the 
epidemic region of the south, should’ be selected as the crossing- 
‘point on-that great river, is to my mind equally clear; and that 
every interest of Arkansas is deeply, if not vitally, involved, in its 
passage through-her limits, cannot be questioned. But to secure 
these advantages, Arkansas must do her duty. If she hesitate, the 
mighty wave of emigration, wealth, enterprise and. refinement, now 
rolling westward, will break upon our inhospitable shores, and, cir- 
cling round us.to the north and south, westward keep its way, dis- 
pensing biessings upon our right and our left, crowding their gar- 
. hers with the rich harvests of well cultivated fields, and. leave our 
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state a’ neglected. waste amid prosperity, a melancholy monument 
of misapplied energies and short-sighted legislation. a 
The necessity for this work being conceded, it remains alone:te: 
provide the wavs and means for its construction. ' It is a well set- 
tled principle, that, wherever profitable investments are offered to 
the capitalists, with reasonable security for its-safety,.invest- 
ments, will be made. To secure the construction, then, of tlie 
California railroad, it is only necessary that a fair return-should be 
£uürantied to the stockholders. This will insure an immediate 
subscription for the entire amount of stock. NE, 
~ -It is estimated, by those most conversant with this subject, that 
the construction of a railroad from the Mississippi to the, Pacific 
coast, will cost about $60,000,000, and, when completed, cannot 
reasonably be expected to pay less than six per cent. upon the in- 
vestment. In order that the stock may be taken without delay, it 
ig proposed that the general government shall guarantee the pay- 
ment of this sum of six per cent. per annum to the stookhold 
ers, for the period: of: forty years, which will settle all doubts 
as to the security of the investments, and secure the speedy 
completion of the work. To-indemnify the government for the 
risk consequent upon this guarantee, the company will be required 
to transport the mails, government stores, troops and munitions: of 
war, free of charge, for a like period of years. For this transpor- 
tation, at the present time, by the way of Panama, around ‘the 
Cape, and inland to her numerous outposts, required by treaty to 
lie kept up, as well to. protect Mexieo from Indian depredations,as . 
our own citizens from danger, the goverhment is annually paying a 
larger sum than she is asked to guarantee to this company; and 
then, should this road, as it doubtless will, pay six per Cent. profit 
on the capigal invested, the government will never be called upon 
for'one dollar, and will have saved, in forty years, not less than ` 
$150,000,000. me 
Although this is a project, magnificent in its conception; and ap- 
parently extravagant in its operations, yet it has stood the test of 
the most severe scientific scrutiny, and I doubt not will bear the 
application of the practical test.

England; within the last decade, had increased her population 15 
per cent, the north-western states 85° per cent.

« Soon after their appointment, thé Commissioners assembled àt- 
Helena, organized their Board, established their office at that place;

From a careful survey made, it appears that there will be re- 
quired, on the Mississippi river, in order to reclaim all the lands 
affected by the floods of.that river, 311 miles of. levee, every mile 
of which is now under contract; 86 miles completed, and the resi: 
due confidently expected to be finished during the present winter. 
The results which have followed the construction of the partial 
levees ‘above referred to, are of such a character as to dispel all : 
doubts as to the practicability of, and necessity for, the completion. : 
of the entire system of contemplated levees. - During'the last'an-. 
nual rise in the Mississippi, although within a few-inches-of high- 
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water mark, in no instance; except one (and that but slight), did 
the levees built ander these contracts, give way; although pressed 
upon by the waves and tides of the mighty Mississippi, at a most. 
critical period—being just: finished, and before the material of 
which they were constructed could settle ind assumie : degree of 
compactness and solidity calculated. to answer theirlegitimate pur« 
pose. So effectually did these partial levees answer the purpose 
for which they were built, that it is estimated that tnore:than four 
millions aeres of land remained entirely dry and secure from over: 
flow, which, formerly, at like periods, weré entirely submerged. 

Upon the Arkansas river, it is estimated, there will be required, 
from Little Roek to the- mouth, two. hundred miles of levee; of 
which there has been completed twenty miles, with sixty more | 
under contract and in speedy progress of completion.

The results to the State, from the success which has attended 
our.efforts in this connection, are two-fold: Ist, It has dissipated 
the idea that no good work of public importance can be done in 
Arkansas, anid that any enterprise in which she might engage 
would necessarily fail. 2d, Many millions of the very best lands 
for agricultural purposes, when reclaimed, have and will be rescued 
from the swamps and tides. 'Phus, as it were, creating àn area o 

country sufficient to support and enrich à nation. 

The existing laws on the subject are’ necessarily defective, and 
will require amendment, additions and modifications, to suit tlie 
exigency of circumstances, which have developed themselves in the 
progress of tae work. But I would recommend that the main fea- 
tures of the law remain unchanged, There are many suggestions 
contained in the very able and satisfactory report of the Commis: 
sioners, transmitted for your inspection, tc which I would call 
your attention, and commend to your favorable consideration. — . 

The last Legislature, by an act approved January lith, 1850, 
appropriated.the sum of sixty thousand dollars for the purpose of - 
rebuilding the State Penitentiary: Under the provisions of this: 
law, the Commissioners therein named, advertised for, and received’ 
popoa for its reconstruction. And, as the-proposal of Horace, ` 

Allis was deemed most advantageous to the State; the contract `. 
was awarded to-him. He entered into bond, and gave security; 
for the performance of the work; in accordance with stipulations 
agreed upon, within ten years. Mr: Allis retained possession of 
the Penitentiary building, and had control of the prisoners, for ' 
about one year, wlien he gave up his contract, and returned to the 
State the control.of the building and the custody of the convicts. 

6 i 
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For a detailed account of the reasons prompting hit to this course, 
I-would refer you to the report of the Commissioners, herewith 
transmitted. As it will appear, efforts. were again made by tlie 
Commissioners to place the work under contract, but without suc» 
cess; when, as required by law, I entered into an: agreement with 
Alexander George, for the feeding and safe-keeping of the.convicts; 
until further provision shall be» made by law. ` i 
By the contract entered. into with Mr. George, it will appear, 
that he is to receive, for the feeding, safe-keeping and management 
of the convicts, the sum of thirty-five cents per.day fot each con- 
vict committed to his custody. This, as will appear from the ac- 
counts filed in the Auditor’s office, embraces all the. expense inci- 
dent to. the-control and management of that Institution, since the 
eontract with Mr. George. Bom ! 
Since the management of the Penitentiary has been intrusted to 
the present Superintendent, every thing has beer conducted under 
a better system, and with more regularity and success, than, per- 
haps, at any former period of its history. Yet, I am. unwilling to 
see this state of things continued under the present system; as it isy 
and must, for all time to come, remain a heavy tax upon the State; 
And to abandon the Penitentiary system altogether, will be taking 
& step backwards, which I am unwilling to see taken by the State; 
and more particularly so at. this time, when there is a contest going 
on between the progressive and non-progressive parties of the 
State, to see the slightest doubt or hesitation manifested as to the 
true policy to be pursued upon this subject. 
. Fam aware, that, to rebuild the Penitentiary as it-should be, 
will involve a large expenditure of money. Iam also aware that 
our revenue is, at present, insufficient to defray the current expen- 
penses of the State. But, it is well known that sufficient means 
ean be realized by taxation, for all useful and necessary purposes; 
and I deem no appropriation of the State revenue more judicious 
or useful than for the rebuilding of the State prison. I would, 
therefore, recommend that it be rebuilt upon a secure and liberal 
plan, and that a sufficient appropriation be made to meet al! neces- 
sary expenses. Indeed, no other course of policy is open to us, 
. without being guilty of the grossest wrongs upon the citizens of 
our own State, or those of adjoining States. CLO N 
` If the Penitentiary system is discontinued, those convicts now 
‘ednfined for crimes and outrages upon the rights of others, must be 
turned loose upon. the community—to begin anew their course of 
` crime: for, if retained in prison until their time of service shall ex- 
- pire, under present regulations, the expense to the State for keep- 
.ing them will fall but little short of what it would cost to rebuild 
the Penitentiary as contemplated. Not only so, but our whole 
Penal Code must be changed, and the State.fall back into the anti- 
quated:and:barbarious practice which , prevailed when the science 
of government was but an experiment. This is an age of Progress, 
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and ño retrogressive movement can be made, without the most dis- - 

astrous results. No government can prosper without the ability 
and disposition to protect its citizens and vindicate the majesty of 
the law, by the punishment of crime. 

' "Ehis question 1 deem involved, so far as Adai is. Joena, 
in the decision you are called upon to make, of thë question of re- 
building ihe Penitentiary, and continuing our present system for 
the punishment and prevention of érimes.. 

Contrary to sound. poliey, and the recommendations contained 
in my Message to the last General Assembly, that honorable.body 
reduced the taxes, then barely sufficient to defray the expenses of - 
the State Government. The consequence is, that the revenüe col- 
lected has failed to meet the expenditures of the State, by the sum 
of $22,469 27: and the probable deficit, as estimated by: the Audi- 
for, in his Report, for the next two years, will be $29,563.85. Ad- 
ding this to.the present indebtedness of the State, to the Internal 
Improvement and other. Funds, at the end of the next two years, 
Arkansas. will be behind-hand- about sixty-five thousand dollars, 
This debt will have accumulated in no other way, and can be at: 
tributed. to no other cause, than the simple unwillingness of the 
Legislature of- the State to authorize the collection. of a sufficient 
sum of money to defray the ordinary and unavoidable expenses of 
the State Government. This- policy is indefensible; -and, -if we 
would attempt to keep up the semblance of a State Gover nment, 
it must be changed. If the people of this State.are. unwilling to 
pay the expenses s of a State Government, they are unworthy of such 
a Government: and the Legislator who would shrink from making 
the necessary provisions for maintaining the Government, for 
which he pretends to legislate, is unworthy a place in her halls. 

I feel it a duty incumbent en me to recommend.the ‘passage of 
an act increasing ihe taxes to a sum sufficient, at least, to meet all 
demands of the “State Government. This must be done, or that 
miserable system: of. issuing State Scrip, by which-both the State 
and her officers, and, consequently, the people -are defrauded ‘out 
of large sums, will be fastened down upon us-for all time to come. 

The time allowed the Bank of the State of Arkansas, by the act 
of liquidation, to wind up and make a final settlement of her affairs, 
has now elapsed, and, from an inspection of her books and papers, 
and the highly satisfactory report of her present efficient, Receiver, 
the following statement may be relied upon, As approximating, 
very closely, her true condition:

Admit that every dollar due the Bank may be collected, arid she 
exhibits a deficiency of assets to meet her liabilities of $660,000, 
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. .Ttis scarcely réasonable to suppose that all claimed as-due the

down the deficit ‘of this Institution.at about $1,000,000. Adding 
this to the deficit in the State Bank, and we havea State debt-of 
not less than $2,000,000, with .an accruing annual interest of 
about $120,000.

- in the statement above made, it will appear that quite a con- 
siderable item set down as assets of the Real Estate Bank; consists 


of lands taken by the Bank in the settlement of debis due her.from 


individuals, whose circumstances were considered precarious. 
These lands are Scattered over the State, and -unless diligently 
watched after, may be lost to the Bank, and, as a consequence, to 
the State. Under existing laws, these lands are subject to the pay- 


ment,of taxes, as other landsin the State. This is an unnecessary 


trouble; for, in the end, it is but taking money out of one pocket 
and puiting it in the other, as these lands are, virtually, the pro- 
perty of the State.: I would, therefore, recommend that a law be 
passed, exempting these lands from taxation.. In' some instances, 
already, these lands have been sold for taxes, and the Bank, as well 
as the State, may lose their value. "XM C 

. I would farther suggest, for your consideration, the propriety of 
making some arrangement for the settlement of our public debt. 
I haveno doubt that this debt could be funded upon .liberal terms: 
requiring the State.to take up her now outstanding Bonds, and, in 
lieu thereof, to issue new Bonds, payable at some future day; at tho 
same time, giving some security for the payment of "the accruing 
interest upon the new Bonds, which can be done by appropriating 
the assets of the Dank for that purpose. In this way, the first step 
will be taken towards the extinguishment of our State debt. And, 
by the time the new Bonds reach maturity, by pursuing a liberal 
policy in developing the resources of our State, we shall doubtless 
be able to pay the debt entailed upon us by our Banks. £g 

. By adopting this policy, our reputation as a State may be shield- 
ed from the threatened taint of repudiation. These are not the 


“suggestions of a vague theory, but legitimate conclusions from ex- 


isting facts.— l l : 

We owe a debt of more than $2,000,000; upon which we are 
not paying one dollar of the accruing interest; nor will our reve- 
nues enable us to do so, Under this.system, virtual repudiation is 


upon us, with all its train of odious and disastrous consequences. 


An arrangement can be made with a majority of our creditors, by 
which our bonds can be taken up at less, perhaps, than their face 
value; provided the State will issue to them new bonds, papable at 
some future period, and provide for the payment of the interest 


thereon. And, in addition to this, the present bond-holders will, 


ion like security, make farther advances to the State of a half mil- 
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lion or more, to:be.applied to works of Internal Improvement, eal- 
culated to develop'the resources of the State. © ^ °° . 7 47 
The State is fully eompetent to:secure the payment of the inter- 
est upon these new bonds, without taxing the people one dollar. 
The ancollected assets of these two Banks, properly managed, will 
be sufficient for this purpose, until the proceeds of our railroads, + 
in which this new loan offered us is to be invested, will pay a di- 
vidend sufficient to meet this amount in part or in whole. The 
lands owned by the Real Estate Bank will, in time, with the con- 
templated improvements in our State, yield a large sum of money. 
. I submit these suggestions to your notice, and cannot resist the 
hope that you may, upon serious and mature consideration -of the 
whole subject, find in the facts upon which they rest, the necessi- 
ty, the inducement, and the practical, means, of prompt and effi- 
ERU legislation for the relief and advancement of our suffering 
tate. i i 
In the discharge of my duties, as required by the constitution, I 
have endeavored to take a fair and impartial view of our condition 
as a State, and our necessities as a people; indicating some of oür 
past errors, and suggesting the remedies which should be applied 
to their correction. In my judgment, there are still. other subjects 
of importance to our interests, which my duty: requires I should re- 
commend.to your serious consideration and reflection. ; 
Before a. State can become either great or prosperous of herself, 
or secure those-rights and blessings to her citizens, for which Go- 
vernments are instituted, she must foster, by legislative enactment, 
such associations of individual wealth and enterprise, as will give 
force and efficiency to all her efforts to promote the general wel- 
fare. It is the absence of these domestic institutions, and their 
protection and encouragement by law, that has robbed Ireland of. 
her substance, and her sens of their heritage; which has blighted 
her prosperity and paralyzed her energies; though blessed with the 
greenest fields and brightest skies allotted to the children of men: 
That same system of absenteeism that has sapped the foundation of 
‘her prosperity, and brought famine and distress to the very hearth 
of her sons and daughters, is upon us, and, if not changed or cor- 
rected, will soon cast over Arkansas a blight and decay similar to 
that-which, like a leaden pall upon her native energies and resour- 
ces, hangs over the Emerald Isle. We have no home policy, no 
union of capital, or association of eneigies-of enterprise, so essen- 
tial to the development of our resources, and so imperiously de- 
ananded by the commercial interests of our Citizens. d. 
We have no Seminaries of Learning; and our sons and daugh-: 
&ers are sent abroad to be educated among strangers, and instruct- 
ed in principles, much of which, it is necessary they should unlearn, 
on their return to their homes; thus pouring treasures into the cof- 
fers of foreign institutions, more than sufficient to build up similar 
or better ones at home, where a more appropriate education could

We haveno’ Insurance Companies; and thousands: upon :thióte M 
sands of dollars. are annually paid to associated capitalists in other- 
States, for insurance upen ouf exports and i imports; not one dollar 
of which ever finds its way back to Arkansas. ^ Thus, again, teach- 
ing us to distrust our own capabilities. to furnish those facilities and 
accommodations, required by the people, and:that we are. to, ek 
abroad. for those things which should be secured to us at-home. ^ i 

|. We have sio monetary institutions amorig us; yet our State is 
flooded with the paper currency of her sister States; thus subject- 
ing ourselves to be imposed upon by spurious and whsound hank- 
ing institutions abroad, about which we know. nothing, ahd in their 
management can have no hand, rather than trust ourselves “and 
institutions of our own. It is susceptible of demonstation, that the 
citizens of Arkansas pay, in the shape of discounts, exchange and 
interest upon.foreign bank paper, more than sufficient: to disphange 
our entire State debtin a few years. cn 

From these considerations, 1 would rodommiend: that such a Sys: 
tem of legislation.be adopted as will supply all these necessities at 
. home; that will tend-to retain the proceeds of our labor among our: 
selves; and, ina word, that Arkansas may become to her citizens 
what it is intended a Government should be to. its: people—the 
guardian of their rights and the protector of their interests; ^ 
: lam not uninformed as to the extreme sensitiveness of our peo: 
ple upon the subject of all associations with banking privileges; 
and, therefore, approach this subject. with great care. Per haps; 
were I not so thoroughly convinced that the best-interest of our 
people demands something of:this kind, | would yield my own con- 
victions to the opinions, if not prejudices, of others, and leave this 
subject to the Consideration of my successors.- 

. I am utterly-opposed to all Banking Institutions, whethér of a 
. National or State creation, dependent upon, or in any wise associ- 
' ated with either the State or Federal Government, as well as other 
chartered institutions, operating upon a capital which femains 
within the exclusive control and management of "the. institution 
itself, and thereby confiding, without sufficient security, the inter- 
ests of the community: to their hands. This is not the case under . 
the system of Free Banking, to which I now allude; nor can I see 
that the objections which have rendered banks of every description, 
under the old system, so justly odious, can obtain against the pro- 
posed system of Ferre Banxrne, so eminently successful in answer- 
ing all the objects claimed for them in other States. It would be 
well to bear in mind, that the resemblance between the system of 
Free Banking, and those incorporated institutions with which we 
are more acquainted, and from which we have suffered, ceases witi 
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the name; the one being liable to all those objectionsso jastly 
urged against irresponsible monopolies; while the other is purely 
an. individual enterprise, claiming and possessing no privileges 
which may not be enjoyed by every member of the community; 
clothed with the power to do much good by granting-aceommoda- 
tions to individual citizens, and affording facilities to the com- 
merce of the country without the ability to involve the State to the. 
amount of one dollar; for she will bein no wise connected with, 
or responsible for, the acts and doings of these institutions; and 
egally without the power to defraud the people, or inflict. upon 
them an irredeemable and depreciated currency. Toguard against 
these evils of the old system, and to protect the interests of thé 
people against such àbuses, ample security, in the shape of un- 
doubted stocks, or other substantial ‘means, are required to be de- 
posited with such individuals. or State officers as the act may indi~ 
cate, with power. to sell, without delay, whenever the bank shall 
fail to redeem her circulation or meet her other liabilities. "Thus, 
it is manifest, that every interest, in the slightest degree involved, 
is amply secured against loss; while a cireulating medium, conve- 
nient in itself, safe in every respect, and current every where; can 
be furnished to our own people within our own State; the interest 
paid for accommodations kept at home; and. Arkansas made «the 
recipient of those profits that are daily poured, by her eitizens, into: 
the coffers of other banks and other treasuries. E 

In conclusion, without going inte the discussion of this subject 
at length, I would recommend the encouragement of Insurance’ 
Companies in eur principal cities; and the passage of a law, autho- 
rizing the establishment of the Free Banking System, upon a se- 
cure and well-guarded basis. 

You have my views, und the result of my reflections, upon those’ 
subjects deemed by me of the most general importance, and in the 
most direct manner involving the interests of the people of Arkan- 
sas. If they shall be made the basis of your legislation, I shall hope 
fora future for Arkansas, far better than her past-—far brighter 
than she can ever attain under the policy which has long fettered 

and paralyzed her energies, and still withholds her from the race

The patriots of a past generation fought and won the battles of 
our independence. In the right of self government, we enjoy the

The great and essential principles of liberty and free govern- 
ment having been acknowledged and established in our constitu- 
tions, no dark cloud of uncertainty obseures the workings of our 
system from the scrutiny of the people, and they do not look to 
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their supreme executive authority for concession of liberty, right 
and privileges. l f 

. The people rule, and those whom they elevate to power are but 
servants, by whose instrumentality they govern themselves.. The 
executive authority is a depository of power, limited and defined, 
and for an expression of the principles by which I shall be guided 
and governed in its exercise, I point to that proud monument of 
wisdom, the constitution ot the United States, as well as that of 
our own State. 

These sacred instrument, are founded on the firm, immutable and 
indestructable principles of justice, the true principles of social or-

The federal government can exercise no powers except those 
delegated to it by the states, and defined and limited by its consti- 
tution. All other powers are interdicted, and stand lille the for- 
bidden fruit; it cannot touch them without incurring the maledic- 
tions of the states and the people, endangering its own happy ex- 
istence, the freedom, sovereignty and independence of the states, 
and the rights, peace, happiness and liberties of the people. ü 

‘The states cannot be too vigilant and watchful, in guarding 
against encroachments upon their sovereignty, for aggressions up- 
on it by the federal government are like monuments, that mark 
with certainty, steps in.the road that leads to consolidation and 
monarchy. As parties to the compact forming the Union, the 
several states are bound to comply with every injunction of the 
constitution, and all laws enacted by its authority. A refusal of 
any one of them would be an act of bad faith, and a violation of a 
sacred duty, which, if persisted in, could not fail to lead to conse- 
quences fatal to the very existence of the Union. The rule of 
strict adherence to, and compliance with, our organic laws, both 
federal and state, in all their parts, is not only a safe one, but so 
essential to the proper order and harmonious workings of the va- 
rious departments, and to the preservation of our system of gov- 
vernment, that these instruments enjoin its observance by tlie 
most solemn sanctions. de 

I am fully aware that these facts are generally well understóod. 
I deem them howeyer of such great moment, and the principles 
they inculcate so essential to the prosperity of our institutions, 
that I state them, not only with the view of impressing them on 
the,miinds of others, but of acknowledging that they are deeply 
fixed in my own. o 

The people of the state of Arkansas are intelligent and patriotic. 
They know, and will willingly perform all their duties to their sis- 
ter states, and to thẹ Union. They are magnanimous, understand 
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their rights, and possess the firinness and bravery to adhere to and 
maintain them. 7 

Such, gentlemen, are the people whose servants we are. It isa 
high honor to be deemed worthy of their confidence, and to be en- 
trusted with it; my heart tells me it imposes a deep and lasting 
debt of gratitude. I know they do not expect that debt to be paid 
in^words—none that I can command could deserve, much less dis- 
charge it, for such empty symbols, with all their force, could but 
arouse the mind to imagine the feelings of a truly grateful heart. 
I shall seek to illustrate them to the best of my abilities, in the 
firm and faithful discharge of executive duties. Should f succeed 
in performing these to the satisfaction of the people and lasting 
benefit to the state, I shall attribute my success mainly to the pa- 
triotism and wisdom of the General Assembly, for much will de- 
pend on the enactment of such laws as are demanded by the wants 
of the people, and the interest and honor of the state. 

I feel happy in the reflection, that the people have chosen from 
among themselves, legislators who will reflect the will of their con- 
stituents, and from whose enlightened councils nothing will emin- 
ate but acts warranted by the constitution, and founded on princi- 
ples of justice, and'demanded by honest and sound policy. 

That the burdens of taxation may fall lightly on the people, we 
should observe and enforce rigid economy, and strict accountabili- 
ty in all agents and departments of the government. That we may 
establish the credit of the State on an elevated basis, we should 
avoid any new debts beyond our ability to pay them punctually- 
and honestly. Such debts as the State now owes should be paid 
as early as she can command the means without oppressing the 
people. De | 

We should, with great care and vigilance, guard the moneys 
and linds of the State from being squandered; and should secure 
their faithful application to the objects for which they were intend- 
ed, in such manner as will best promote the interests of the whole 
State. , ? 

"The constitution of this State declares, *that perpetuities and 
monopolies are contrary to the genius of a republic, and shall not 
be allowed." 

In our coat of arms, engraven upon the seal of this State, the 
Godess of Liberty, rays of light surrounding her, the balance, the 
sword, the plough, the steamer and the hive, are all conspicuously 
represented. . l 

These may be said to be emblematical of the, character of our 
free government, and of some of the objects which the constitution 
designs and places under its special care, and upon which it enjoins 
legislative action. We should, therefore, extend liberty, protec- 
tion and equal rights, and equal privileges to all our cittzens, and 
justice tu all mankind. We should encourage industry, agriculture 
and commerce; and to do this we must encourage internal im. 
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provements. And as the rays of light from heaven pervade our 
whole State, and warm and fructify the earth, and causeit to yield 
its fruits, so Should we make the rays of light and knowledge, and 
and learning, extend into all parts of the State, to the minds and 
hearts of the rising generation, and illume, and warm, and fructify 
them so that they may yield fruits of patriotism, virtue, wisdom, ` 
industry and morality; and to their God, who said, “let there be 
light, and there was light," that obedience and sincere adoration 
which His holy laws command. l i 

Trusting in the great Omnipotent ruler of the Universe, who 
never forsakes men or nations who forget not their God, and humbly 
invoking his guidance in the path of wisdom, lighted by his propi- 
tious smiles, and marked by his blessings, I hope by your coopera- 
tion, ànd the generous confidence and support of the people, to 
aid and to sustain us in our efforts, that we shall be able to carry 
out the provisions of the constitution, and happily achieve the ob- 
ject for which our government was established. —

: . It i$ nöt here assumed, however, that a convention could not be 
called by-authority of the people, with power, if they choose, to 
confer it, to revive the organic law. . But it is not perceived that 
such vower is any where lodged in.the keeping. of the General As- 
sembly, and the fact that a different mode of amendment exists in 
the eonstitution itself, leaves the inference strong that it was not 
intended. to be conférred upon that’ body. 

The exercise of such a power on the pait of the General Assem- 
bly, might, therefore, be fairly questioned, if it did not indeed, ex- 
pose that body to the charge of usurpation of authority. But 
waiving the question of power, the time is not auspicious. The 
state, now thinly settled, is rapidly increasing in population.— 
When the emigration, which now gives us each year thousands of 
citizens, shall have partially ceased; when the country shall have 
advanced to something like maturity of settlement; when each di- 
‘Vision of the state, and its various localities, shall have assumed 
their proper relative importance, and when time shall have devel- 
oped the diversified interests of the state, a revisal of the constitu- 


,tioa will, in all probability, result from the voice of the people, 
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with a reasonable hope that its provisions will be permanent. It 
is equally probable that the assembling of a convention now would 
not prevent the call of another at a more advanced period of set- 
tlement in the state. i 

in such case, we would have to meet the expenses of two con- 
ventions, while a worse consequence would be found in a want of 
reverence to the constitutional Jaw, thrown, as it would be, into 
light esteem by a too frequent, revisal. The time, also, is inauspi- 
cious for such a convention, because it involves the current ex- 
penditure of a large sum of money; and if we remember how un- 
favorable the two preceeding vears have been to the farmer and 
planter, it is easy to understand that they are in no condition to 
meet a further demand in the shape of increased taxes. i 

Again: there has been no discussion among the people with re- 
gard to a convention, and no expression of opinion by them on 
that subject, by which we can know their will.

ical application of the funds which may be appropriated to these 
objects.” Es 

I recommend this provision of our organic law to your consid- 
- eration, and the mode, which it enjoins, for your adoption, so that 
a constitutional system of internal improvements may be establish» 
ed, which will ensure justice to every section of the State, by the 
*equal, systematic and economical application of the funds" to-the 
objects for which they were intended. The duty enjoined upon the 
General Assembly, to establish this kind of a system of internal 
improvements *as soon as may be," is of course to be discharged, 
when, in their wisdom, they shall deem it obligatory-on them. If 
in your judgment that time has arirved, then as servants of the 
people, if we obey the fixed law, which they have set before us 
for our guide, and which we have sworn to support, we perform a 
duty. If in doing this we comply with all the conditions upon 
which the State accepted the 500,000 acres of land, granted by - 
the act of Congress of the 4th of September, 1841, we act in good 
faith. That act declares that, “the net proceeds of the sales;of 
said lands shall be faithfully applied to objects of internal improve- 
ment within the State, namely: roads, railways, bridges, canals 
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and improvements of water courses, and draining of swamps; and 
such roads, railwavs, canals, bridges and water courses, when 
made or improved, shall be free for the transportaiion of the Uni- 
ted States mail, and munitions of war, and for the passage of their 
troops without the payment of any toll whatever.” 

‘ I have every confidence in your patriotism and good judgment, 
and in presenting these matters, I do so to obtain your decision 
upon them, and do not wish to be understood as deciding a ques- 
iion, which, by the constitution, is rightfully left for decision to the 
prudence and enlightened- judgment of the General Assembly.— 
Should you deem it inexpedient to establish such a system of in- 
ternal improvement as. the constitution indicates, I would suggest 
for your consideration, the propriety of amending the distribution 
` act, so as to authorize any of the counties, that may choose to do 
so, to invest, from time to time, their funds, whether derived from 
this or any other source, in plank roads and railroads, or either, at 
their option, which may be constructed any where in the State; 
and that no county, by taking stock, shall, under any circumstan- 
ces whatever, be made liable beyond the money actually so invest- 
ed; and that all such investment, by counties, shall; fiom the dates 
and the amounts thereof, operate as. and be liens upon the road in 
which invested. To accomplish these objects fully, provisions of 
the kind indicated should, with great care, be incorporated in char- 
ters for plank roads and railroads. Then no fear of losing their 
funds, no dread of being plunged into the countless evils of oppres- 
sive debts, would deter the counties from taking stock; and when 
taken, it would be to their interest to press forward the work to 
completion and successful operation, so that their investments might 
prove to be not only safe but profitable. 

To secure all the lands, which Congress may grant to this State, 
to aid in building railroads, 1 would recommend that a law be pas- 
sed, making an appropriation out of- the internal improvement 
‘fund, amply sufficient to pay for surveying the routes for such rail- 
roads, and selecting the lands, should any be granted. Such sur- 
veys should be made by none but a skillful and trustworthy engi- 
neer, of known ability and experience in making railroad surveys. 
Upon the report and estimate of such an officer; the General As- 
sembly, at its next session, could act understandingly. 

If. the bill which passed the House of Representatives, at the 
last séssion of Congress; should become a law, granting lands to 
aid in constructing a railroad from a point in Missouri, opposite 
the mouth of the Ohio river, by Little Rock to Fulton, on Red 
river, in this State; and to aid in constructing branches—one from 
Little Rock to Fort Smith, and the other from Little Rock to some 
point on the Mississippi river, before the route could be surveyed, 
and the lands selected on this branch of the road, it would be ne- 
-cessary to know the terminus on the Mississippi river. I there- 
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fore, recommend a law be passed, designating the route and the 
terminus as nearly as shall be deemed practicable. "n oP 

To protect the interests of the State, a law should be passed; 
reserving from sale or location, and from the operation of section 
13 of the act approved 6th of January, 1851, in relation toswamp 
and overflowed lands, all lands owned, or which shall be owned, 
by the State, within six miles of each and every route for a rail- 
road, from the date of the approval of the act of Congress, grant- 
ing lands to aid in constructing such railroads, and declaring every- 
location or sale of any landsso reserved, to be void, if made after the 
date indicated. The General Assembly could, at its next Session, 
determine by law, in what mannej and upon what terms, such 
reserved lands shall be disposed of. " Were such a law passed, the 
State, and not speculators, would be benefited by the enhanced 
value of the lands. j 

] recommend that our laws upon the subject of roads and high- 
ways be amended, and that the sheriff of each county be ez-officio 
inspector of all the publie roads in his county, and that he be re- 
quired to report, in writing, to the county court at the commence» 
ment of each regular term thereof, the true condition of each road, 


and the name of the overseer, showing the condition of the road . 


under the charge of each overseer; and that in addition to such 
reports, made to the county court, he be also required to make 
report to the clerk of the county, whenever he shall be informed of 
any obstructions in a road, or that it needs any repairs; and that, 
upon such report being made, the clerk be required forth with to: 
issue a. notice to the proper overseer, directing him to cause such 
obstructions to be removed, and the road, in all respect, to be plac- 
ed in good repair, and to make report of his compliance to the 
county court at the first term after such notice shall have been 
served on him: that the sheriff have power and be required to su-- 
pervise toll-bridges, toll-gates and ferries, in his county; and in 
case it shall come to his.knowledge that illegal toll or ferriage shall 
have been exacted, he be required to report thesame to the county 
court. itis believed that such a policy, if adopted by law, with 
all additional provisions necessary to carry it into effect, would. 
have a salutary influence. = 

I deem it my duty to call your attention to the swamp lands, 
and to recommend that the laws in relation to them be amended; 
and such a system be adopted, as will not only hasten their selec- 
tion and reclamation, but at the same time guard the interests of 
the State, and hold to strict accountability all officers and agents, 
who may be concerned in their management. 

"This subject is one of very great. importance. I submit the.out- . 
lines of a system for your consideration and adoption, if approveds. 
- Į suggest that the State be divided into five districts, and a com-. 
missioner from each, of undoubted qualifications and energetic bu- 
siness habits, be elected by the General Assembly. I consider that 
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the salary of each commissioner should not be less than fifteen 
hundred dollars a year. Such a salary, it is presumed, would be 
sufficient to secure the services of competent officers, and enable 
them to devote themselves, exclusively, to the business éntrusted 
to them. | i 
. J recommend that the power to dispose of lands. and to issue 
land scrip, be taken from the swamp land commissioners; that all 
expenses of every kind and nature, relative to swamp and over- 
flowed lands, be paid through the State Treasurer, upon, warrants 
of the Auditor, out of the swamp land fund, or in swamp land 
scrip; that the State Treasurer sign, and the State Land Agent 
countersign, all swamp land sip which shall be issued in payment 
of the Auditor's warrant, and* each keep a register thereof; that 
such scrip be issued in 40, 80 and 160 acre donations, in such man- 
ner as to authorize the bearer to locate the same in his own name; 
| recommend that the present swamp land commissioners be re- 
quired, within a given time, to prepare an accurate list and de- 
seription by numbers and areas of all swamp lands, which may 
have been disposed of daring their term of service, showing to 
whom, for what and when, each tract may have been disposed of, 
to which tract each class belongs, the names of thg individuals who 
may have signed the certificates of purchase or location, and the 
date aid also the number, if numbered, of each certificate so 
granted, and at the end of said list stating the number of acres of 
each class located with swamp land scrip, the number of acres of 
each class sold for cash, and the number of acres of each class 
otherwise disposed of, the whole number of acres of each class, 
and the aggregate number of acres of all disposed of; that such list, 
description and information, so made and authenticated, be depos- 
ijed' in the office of the State Land Agent, to be referred to when 
it shall become necessary for the Governor to execute deeds for 
such lands; that the present swamp land commissioners be required, 
within a given period, to prepare an accurate list and description 
of all swamp land scrip, which they may have issued düring their 
term of service, showing separately each class of scrip and the 
date, the number, and to whom each piece may have been issued, 
marking on the list such as may have been redeemed, and also 
every piece which may have been issued and not laid out, and, at 
the conclusion, stating the amount of each class issued and paid 
out, the amount of each class issued and not paid out, the amount 
of each class redeemed, and the aggregate of all swamp land scrip 
issued, and that they file the list so prepared, with the Treasurer, 
and a duplicate with the Land Agent; that, at the time of filing 
the list with the Treasurer, the three swamp land commissioners 
ba. required to pay over torthe Treasurer all swamp land srip issu- 
ed and not paid out, all swamp land scrip redeemed or in any 
manner taken up, and render to the Treasurer a full statement of 
all monevs received, and from what sources, of all paid out, and 
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and for:what purposes, and pay over to the Treasurer all anèx- 
pended moneys which niay have been received; and for the swamp 
land scrip and money take duplicate receipts from the Treasurer 
and.file one with the Auditor; that before the expiration of their 
term of service the present commissioners be required to- colleét 
from their different offices or places of deposite, all the records of 
their proceeding, whether joint or separate, and all contracts, 
vouchers and other papers, which they and their agents may have 
made or taken, and deposite them in the office of thé Land Agent 
and take his receipt therefor, and file it with the Auditor; that the 
record of the joint proceeding of the five swamp land commission- 
érs under thé proposed system, be kept in the offie of the Land 
- Agent, at Little Rock, and that he act as secretary to the board; 
that the commissioners be required to convene at his office once 
in every three months, and oftener, if it be deemed necessary for 
the proper dispatch of their duties; that à complete record of all 
swamp and overflowed lands, which may be confirmed to the State, 
. be kept in the office of the Land Agent, and that he be authorized 
to sell such lands as may be in his district, and the Treasurer to 
réceive the money and scrip from the purchasers; that such other 
offices, for the sale and location of such lands be established,.as 
may be deemed necessary for the convenience of the people, and 
that at each office, there be one officer to sell th» lands, and anoth- 
er to receive the money and scrip; that, at the end of each quar- 
ier of the year all sales and locations at such offices be reported to 
the Land Agent, and the money and scrip received for the lands, 
be paid over to the Treasurer; that heavy penalties be imposed on 
each and every officer, who may prove to be a defaulter, or other- 
wise violate or neglect the trust reposed in him; that in holding the 
swamp land commissioners to strict accountability, every care 
should be used not to restrain them, so as to retard the work in 
their charge; but powers amply sufficient to enable them to carry 
it on with certainty, and dispatch should be given. 

The policy of appointing agents to select swamp and overflowed’ 
lands, without first ascertaining the lands indicated by the notes of 
the surveys as such, has proved to be expensive, slow and uncertain 
in its results. To illustrate in some respects, the operations of 
this policy, which has been pursued, I transmit herewith a eopy 
of a letter of the Surveyor General to the Governor, dated Oct. 
12th, 1852. , 

By this letter it will be seen that the agent sélected in the Hele- 
na Land District, 1,662,128 53-100 acres as “swamp and over- 
flowed,” within the grant made by the act of 28th September, 1850; 
that 368,209 56.100 acres of these so selected were determined, by 
the notes of the surveys thereof, not to be embraced by the grant; 
that the whole number of acres ascertained by the Surveyor Gen- 
eral:from the notes of the surveyors, in the Helena Laud District, 
and reported by him to the commissioner-of the General, Land OF» 
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fice, as swamp and overflowed, is 2,382,950 39-100 acres, embrac-. 
ing 1,089,031 42-100 acres of land not seclected by the agents of 
the swamp land commissioners, and after rejecting the 368,209 
56-100 acres, giving the state_720,821 86-100.acres more than ali 
which had been selected by the agents. 

From an interview with the Surveyor General I have learned 
that the’ work of selecting by the field notes such lands as ape 
pear to belong to the grant of swamp and overffowed lands, 
is progressing in his office, and that in addition to those in the He- 
lena Land District, he has already completed, lists of all in the 
Batesville and Little Rock U. S. Land District, and that by the Ist 
of April next, the selections for the whole state may be completed. 
and reported to the commissioner of the General Land Olfice.— 
These lists are now made out, from the notes, by the Surveyor 
General, merely to test the accuracy of selections made by select- 
ing agents. I therefore suggest that such agents be dispensed 
with for the present, and that authority be given to the Governor 
.to apoly to the Surveyor General to continue the work of select- 
ing and reporting the lands to the commissioner of the General 
Land Office to completion, without further‘intervention of select- 
ing agents. After the secretary of the Interior shall have approv- 
ed the unsold lands so reported, agents can then be appointed to 
select additional lands embraced by the grant. Itis evident that 
much confusion and difficulty may arise from selling swamp lands 
and granting certificates of purchase or location, before the con- 
firmation of the lands to the state. Should any lands disposed of, 
not be patented to the state, we know that the governor, with pro- 
priety, could not execute deeds for them. Anticipating that such 
cases may arise, I suggest that provision be made, for issuing land 
scrip to the locators of such lands as shall not be patented. With 
regard to conflicting claims of individuals to swamp lands, I re- 
,commeed that provision be made by law for settling them, upon 
principles of equity and justice, in all cases not beyond legislative 
control. I need not urge upon you to protect the actual settler 
from those who, for gain, would rob him.of his house and labor.. 
If improved lands should be located or purchased by any person, I 
recommend that before obtaining possession thereof, such person 
he required to pay to the owner double the value of his improve- 
ment, and that the owner of the improvement havea lien upon 
the land until payment. 

Under an act passed at the last session of the Legislature, the 
swamp land commissioners adopted an ordinance, declaring “That 
all that portion of the swamp land donated to the State of Arkan- 
sas, by an'act of Congress, approved the 28th day of September, 
1850, lying and being within six miles of any navigable stream in 
this state, shall be, and they are hereby classed in the first class, 
and the price fixed at 75 cents per acre;” and “That all swamp 
lands lying and being over six miles from any navigable stream in 
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this state, and all lands between the rivers and levees, are hereby 
classed in the second class, and the price thereof fixed at fifty cents 
per acre,” and that the following named streams, running through: 


and bordering upon this state, are hereby declared navigable : 


streams, as coming within the purview of this order, viz: Missis-. 
sippi, St. Francis, White, Arkansas, Bartholomew, Saline, Ouachi-. 
ta, Little River, Little Missouri, Petit Sean,-Cache, Spring, Red 
and Black rivers. The commissioners also adopted an ordinance 
declaring their construction of section 13th of the act of the legis- 
Jature, relative to swamp lands, approved the 6th of January, 1851, 
referriag to pre-emptions, 


I call your attention to these ordinances,.as embracing subjects, 


which seem to me to be of sufficient importance, to demand that ` 


the matters referred to be définitely settled by an act of the legis- 
lature. I believe it good policy, that all titles to lands derived 
from the state, should be governed and guarded directly by her 
laws, without the intervention of any other authority. a 

I recommend that the swamp and overflowed lands be applied 
only to the objects for which they were granted, until we shall 
have ascertained that thev will not all be required. to accomplish 
those objects, as far as practicable; for we do not yet know the 
quantity of land embraced by the grant, nor can we estimate, with 
any degree of certainty, the whole value of the lands, or the entire 
cost of reclaiming them. : : 

With regard to the Saline lands, I recommend that-a law be 
passed, requiring the State Land Agent to select and reserve, in 
legal subdivisions, as nearly as practicable, 640 acres thereof, for 
and including each salt spring, as nearly as may be in the centre, 


and that a minimum price, of not less than five dollars per acre, be . 


placed upon each of such reservations, and that he be authorized 
to sell no part of any such reservation, without selling the whole 
tract of 640 acres, including the salt spring. I recommend that, 
alter the reservations suggested shall have been made, pre-emption 
rights be allowed to such actual settlers as may own improvements 
upon any of the state lands but those reserved, so as to authorize 
each pre-emptor to purchase, in legal subdivisions, at such price as 
shall be fixed by law, 160 acres, or less if he prefer, to include his 
improvement; that the stateland agent be authorized to sell all the 
residue of such Saline lands, and that the proceeds thereof be 
appropriated towards establishing, in different sections of the state, 
seminaries of learning, where none are established, and in contri- 
butions to such as have been, and may be established by associa- 
tions and individuals, including one at the capital of the state, and 
such others as you may consider best adapted to the convenience 
and interests of the people in the different sections of the state, — 
. In cases in which such institutions are ircorporated and authorized 

"to receive and sell real estate, it would perhaps be well to grant to 
each, the lands, in such quantities as shall be deemed equal to the 
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contribution intended to be made. I would.recommend that a lib- 
eral proportion be granted to the institution to be established at 
the seat of government. The conditions of such grants should be: 
préscribed by law, so that the interests of the public may be prop- 
erly guarded, and such contributions be applied to promote knowl- 
edge and learning. 

It appears that several sections of the seminary, and three hun- 
dred and twenty acres of the Saline lands, dre yet unselected.— 
The interest of the state seems to require that these lands should 
be selected without further delay. I therefore recommend that a 
law be passed, authorizing the governor 10 have all such lands to 
which the state may be entitled selected, and that provision be 
made to defray the atténdant expense. I recommend thata law 
be passed to authorize the land agent to sell the 500,000 acre, the 
seminary and such of the Saline lands as shall not be included ia 
the 640 acre reservation, embracing each salt spring, in forty acre 
lots, *hould purchasers so desire to take them. 

I recommend that the Secretary of State be made ex-officio su- 
perintendent of the common schools of the state, and that the act. 
entitled *an act to amend the common school system in the State 
of Arkansas," approved January llith, 1851, and other laws upon 
the subject, be amended, so that the superintendent shall have 
power, and be required to obtain from all the counties in the state, 
reports, showing the true condition and the whole amount of the 
common school fund in each county, from what sources derived, 
and the amount derived from each source; also, all other informa- 
tion relative to the common school system, which may be deemed 
of practical importance; that the superintendent be. required to 
make a full and detailed report thereof to the General Assembly, 
at the commencement of each regular session, so that it may have 
all necessary information in its possession to enable it to legislate 
understandingly. The superintendent should have power, and be 
required to prescribe forms for returns to be made to him. He 
should be vested with all other powers to enable him to give effi- 
ciency and vitality to the workings of the system which now seems 
to be in a state of torpor. 

With regard to the penitentiary, I recommend that section two 
of the act approved January llth, 1851, be for the present sus- 
pended, and that the act be in other respects amended, so that the 
inspectors shall have authority to make a contract for the perform- 
ance of all the works designated by the act, except the buildings 

' provided for insection two; and that an appropriation, amply sufti- 
cient to pay for the same, be made, and payable to the contractor, 
from time to time; as the work progresses, and that he be entitled 
to full payment whenever he shall have completed the work in ac- | 
cordance with the contract. j 

On the first day of March, 1851, in accordance with provisio 
20 of the appropriation act, of the 11th of January, 1851, the Audi- 
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tor issued a warrant in favor of the internal improvement furid for. 
$33,844 11, which warrant has not yet been fully paid. I recom- 
mend that the provision of law, under which the. warrant was is- 
sued, be amended so that the amount, which shall be applied to ře- 
deem this warrant, be specially appropriated to pay the contractor, 
who may undertake to do the work about the penitentiary; and 
that the State pay to the internal improvement fund interest on 
the amount until repaid. Should this suggestion be adopted, the 
contractor could be paid in par funds, and having that assurance, 
he would undertake the work for much less than he would, if paid 
in depreciated State scrip. The State is now paying about $500 
a month for keeping the convicts, and the only way to avoid such ` 
expense, and render the prison secure, is, to have the work recom- 
mended completed; then the penitentiary could be leased to ad- 
vantage. f 
The present keeper has voluntarily performed some works about 
the penitentiary, deemed essential for the safe keeping and health 
of the convicts, and has rendered a bill therefor, amounting to 
$218 06, which I transmit for your examination, so that àn ap- 
propriation may be made to pay what you may allow him, as there 
seems to have been no speciàl contract. 
The title to the property referred to by an act entitled “an act 
making appropriations to pay costs in the case of Robinson Lyttlé 
and others against the State of Arkansas and others," approved De- 
cember 30th, 1850, is still in litigation. "This property includes 
the eastern part of the city of Little Rock, and as the State is deep- 
ly interested in maintaining the titles made by the Governor of the 
late territory of Arkansas to individuals for this property, I recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made to defray the expenses, which 
have been, and may, from time to time, be incurred in taking de- 
positions, and in doing allother necessary things for the proper 
management of the case. 
The property involved is so valuable that the State should have 
the suit strictly attended to by the ablest counsel. TE 
A suit is also pending, in which the title to the banking house 
and lots of the State Bank, in this city, is involved. If these cases 
should be properly attended to, I confidently believe that the State 
will secure the property, and avoid the loss of, at least, a hundred 
thousand dollars worth of property; I therefore recommend that a 
liberal appropriation be made for the compensation .of able and 
efficient counsel to attend to these two cases; and also, to another 
suit, which I understand, has been brought against the State, by 
the late contractor of the penitentiary. 
In cases of great importance, individuals seldom rely on one at- 
torney, but often employ two or three, and to insure strict atten- 
tion, give them liberal fees. A` State should be as vigilant of her 
rights, and as liberal in paying to have them defended ‘and mdin- 
tained, as individuals are. It seems to me that our duty to our 
27 
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constituents and our regard for their interests, demand that- we 
should, with vigilance and care, guard the rights and property of 
the State, so that they may not wrongfully be wrested from her. 

_l understand that a suit was commenced, perhaps eight or ten 
years since, in the city of New York, by “The Bank of the State 
of Arkansas” against “The North American Trust and Banking 
Company,” for a large claim, and that much of it, if not the whole, 
might, long since, have been, and still may be recovered, if pro- 
perly attended to. It has for years been entirely neglected. I 
therefore recommend that the committee appointed to examine the 
affairs of the bank, investigate the matter; and upon such informa- 
tion as they may procure, that a bill be prepared and passed, au- 
thorizing the Governor to employ counsel in New York to prose- 
cute the suit for a liberal part of what may be recovered, without 
other expense to the State. Without attention this claim will be 
wholly lost. 

Theré is another matter which I deem of much-importance to 
the State. "The office of Land Attorney. and State Collector should 
bé held by an attorney of experience, and of the best skill and abil- 
ity in the practice of the law. To obtain such an officer the com- 
pensation will have to be increased. The commissions formerly 
allowed were sufficient to secure the services of a good lawyer, but 
at the last session of the Legislature they were so reduced that the 
former incumbent resigned. I recommend that the compensation 
be increased and a suitable attorney be elected by the General As- 
sembly, so that the bonds and notes belonging to the seminary and 
internal improvement funds may be collected with success and 
certainty. V 

It is understood that the titles to some of the lands, conveyed to 
the State for bank debts, are in dispute. I recommend that the 
Land Attorney be required to investigate the titles to these lands, 
and make report of the true condition of the title of the State to 
each tract, to the Land Agent, so that he may, in selling lands, act 
understandingly. I recommend.that the Land Agent be author- 
ized to sell such title as the State.may have to these lands, and that 
the State be bound for none other. ' 

By the compact between the United States and this State, it is 
provided that five per.cent. of the nét proceeds of the sales of lands 
lying within the State, and which shall be sold by Congress, shall 
be reserved for making public roads and canals within the State, 
under the direction of the General Assembly thereof. 

From the first day of Januarv, 1841, to the first day of January, 
1852, the amount of this fund, which accrued to the State was, 
$38,551 52. No part of this money has been received by the 
State, but under the joint resolution of Congress, approved 3d of 
March, 1845, it has been retained at the United States Treasury, 
and $34,248 62 of it applied towards the payment of interest on 
500 bonds of this State, issued to “The Rea! Estate Bank of the 
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State of Arkansas,” and the residue, $4,302 90, towards the. pay- 
ment of interest on 128 bonds of this State issued to “The Bank 
of the- State of Arkansas." These State bonds arë held’ by’ the 
Sécretary of the Treasury in trust; 538 of them for the benefit of 
the Smithsonian Institute, and 90 of them for the benefit of the 
Chickasaw orphans. The sum of $5,012 16 accrued to the State 
of Arkansas, under the act of Congress to appropriate the proceeds 
of the sales of the public lands, approved September 4th, 1841, be- 
fore the suspension of that act by the tariff actfof 30th August, 
1842, and, under section 4, of the act granting the money,. the 
same was retained at the United States Treasury, and $4,658 15 
of it applied towards the payment of interest on the 500 bonds is- 
sued to the Real Estate Bank, and the residue, $354 01 towards 
the payment of interest on the 128 bonds issued to the Bank of 
the State of Arkansas. These funds were all so applied before the 
first da of October, 1852. Therefore the interest due on bonds 
issued to the Real Estate Bank is, $38,906 77 less, and the inter- 
est upon bonds issued to the State Bank $5,656 91 less than the 
amounts stated in the printed documents published. at the com- 
mencement of the present session of the General Assembly. Gon- 
sequently the debt of the State on the first day of October, 1852, _ 
was $43,563 68 less than stated in those printed documents. l 
On the adjustment of the account of the State against the Real 
Estate Bank, by the Auditor of this State on the 29th day of Jüly, 
1844, a balance then remained due the State, from the Bank, of 
$6,826- 37 on account of the arinual bonus due from the bank to 
the State, up to the time when, at the suit of the State, the charter 
of the bank was decreed by the Supreme court, to be forfeited. 
This sum, yet unpaid, added to the $38,906 77, paidat the United 
States Treasury, out of funds of the State, for interest on bonds 
issued to the Real Estate Bank, makes the sum of $45,733 14, ex- 
clusive of interest due from “The Real Estate Bank of the State of 
Arkansas" to the State. The State owes that institution six thou- 
sand dollars, with interest thereon, at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum from the first day of January, 1843, being the amount of ^ 
six bonds given by Gov. Yell, for money borrowed of the bank for 
the use of the State. I recommend that a law be passed autlioriz- 
ing some officer of the State to make a settlement of these. ac- 
counts, with the trustees of the bank; and to receive the six bonds 
in part payment of the-amount due, and for the residue, bonds is- 
sued to the State Bank, if to be obtained, and if not, to take the 
Real Estate Banking House and lots in Little Rock, and other pro- 
ductive property, if the trustees will convey the same to the State, 
at-a fair valuation, in payment of the residue of the debt. l 
The bonds issued by the State to the Real Estate Bank, and upon 
which the banking capital was obtained, are obligations of’ the 
State, which the bank was bound by its charter to pay‘or redeeni; 
and ohe of the objects stated in the deed of assignment made by 
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this bank to- the trustees, is to comply with that injunction made 
by law upon the bank. Many of these bonds have been received 
by the trustees in payment of debts due the bank, and in that 
manner have been paid and redeemed. It seems to me that the 
State, as the obligor, has the right to have her bonds, when paid, 
delivered up to the State Treasurer, so that he may cancel them. 
I invite your attention to this matter. E 

Since the State has not the means to pay, at present, even the 
interest on the bands issued to the banks, it is fortunate that those 
issued to *The Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas," will 
not be due until the 26th day of October, 1861, and that the six 
per cent. bonds, issued to “The Bank of the State of Arkansas,” 
will not-be due until the first day of January, 1868, and that the 
five per cent. bonds issued to this bank, will not be due until the 
first day of January, 1887. 

" Each bank is bound, and its assets set apart, to pay the,interest 
on the bonds issued to. it, and also, the bonds, when due. 

The assets of each bank should be guarded with vigilance, and 
those having them in charge held to strict accountability, so that 
D dollar may be sacredly applied towards extinguishing the 
debts. 

When the assets shall: have become exhausted, we will then be 
eaabled to count and know the deficit, and may then adopt such 


measures as will secure its payment without oppressing the people. 


It seems to me that past experience should warn us from the 
policy of staking the faith and credit of the State a second time on 
these miserably insolvent banks. 

I recommend that these institutions be thoroughly investigated, 
and should abuses exist, that such legislative action be adopted as 
will correct them. 

I recommend that all the assets of the Bank of the State of Ar- 
kansas be placed in charge of the State Treasurer, and that he have 
such discretionary powers as are now allowed the receiver of the 
bank, for collecting the debts and managing the institution until its 
affairs shall have been settled; that the State ‘T'reasurer, in conse- 
quence of the additional duties, be allowed a clerk in his office, 
and the use of the banking-house and the rent of one of the vaults’ 
of the bank. E 

It will require all the prudence and good management that we 
can use, to relieve the State from the embarrassed condition to 
which the banks have brought her. We must not only be econo- 
mical in expenditures; but with sleepless care guard all the means 
we have. 

The Secretary of the Interior has certified to the Governor, that 
the number of members to the House of Representatives of the 
Congress of the United States, apportioned to the State of Arkan- 
sas, under the last or seventh enumeration of the inhabitants of the 
United States, is two. He omitted to furnish an abstract of th$ 
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census of this State, upon which the representatives were appor- 
tioned. I transmit herewith a copy of his certificate, so that you 
may divide.the State into two districts in accordance with the acts 
of Congress upon the subject, and provide for the election of a re- 
presentative from each. 

With the hope that our services in behalf of the State may pro- 
mote and guard its interests, and redound to the welfare of our 
constituents, I close this communication. l

Sre:—I herewith transmit to your office a list of lands within 
the Helena Land District, rejected from the lists reported through 
you by the State Agents to this office, as “Swamp and Overflow- 
ed,” within the grant of the 28th September, 1850, but determined 
by the notes of the surveys thereof, not to be embraced therein, a 
a copy of which was transmitted to the General Land’ Office on 
the 22d ult., together with full copies, not only of all lists so re- 
ported by you, but of additional lists of such lands as were omitted 
by the State Agents, and selected in this office by the field notes 
and plats on file therein. The aggregaté total embraced in the 
lists reported to and filed by you in the ottice of the Surveyor Gene- 
ral, is 1,662,193 53-100 acres, from which deduct lands rejected 
and embraced in the list herewith transmitted, 368,209 56-100 
acres, and you have for the State a net balance of $1,293,918 56- 
100 acres, to which add lands selected by the-notes and omitted in 
the list of the State Agents, 1,089,031 42-100 acres, and you have 
a grand total in the Helena District alone of 2,382,950 39-100 
acres, and a net gain to the,State of 720,821 86-100 acres. These. 
figures will be somewhat varied by the deduction ofall lands entered: 
prior to the passage of the act making the grant; but it. is confi-: 
dently believed that a quantity which will ultimately be confirmed 
to the State in the Helena District cannot fall short of two million 
acres, as an eye has been steadily directed to the interests of- the 
State as far as was consistent with the proper and’ faithful. dis-.

advocate. It is by virtue of this contract we have given to us two 
members in the lower house of Congress. When this is done, the 
stipulation has performed its office. It puts us in the possession of 
a right to two members on the floor of Congress, and: nothing 
more. The free people of one of the sovereign powers, when ‘in 
General Assembly convened, are not to be trammeled by a stipula- 
tion as between the state and federal power which has performed 
its office.

` On motion of Mr Norman, House bill No. 73, to be entitled “an 
act for the relief of the securities of James M. Bowden?” was taken 
up, for the consideration of the following amendment, offered by 
the Senate, to-wit: “Strike out the preamble to the biil.”

On motion of Mr Norman, the rules were suuspended, the 
amendments read a second and third time, and concurred in. 

On motion of Mr Norman, House bill No. 74, to be entitled “an 
act to call in the scrip of White-county,” was taken up, read a 
third time and passed. 

On motion of Mr Huckaby, Senate bill No. 117, entitled “an act 
to attach a part of Pope county to the county of Yell," was taken 
up, and read a first time. 

On motion of Mr Huckaby, the rules were suspended, the bill 
read a second time, and on motion of Mr Bruton, referred to the 
committee on counties and county lines. 

The chair announced that petitions from counties were in order. 

Mr Denton presented the petition of James M. Jones, and 100 
others, citizens of Carroll county, praying íor the repeal of the 
homestead law, with an accompanying bill, to be entitled “an act 
supplementary to an act exempting a homestead from execution.” 

Which was read a first time.

Mr Marshall, from the standing committee on the penitentiary,. 


made the following 
' REPORT: l i 


MrSpeaker, . f , 
> The joint committee of the two Houses, on- the penitentiary, 
have been laboriously engaged in investigating the several subjects 
referred to them in connection with that institution, and a majori- 
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ty of said committee have instructed me to make the Io OWIRE re- 
port. 

- Ist. That upon examination they find the walls which surround 
the penitentiary houses to consist of plank, which, by exposure for 
a series of years, to the weather, are now so far decayed as to be 
almost entirely useless. The keeper does not rely upon the walls 
to secure the custody of the convicts, but upon muskets of the 
guards which he has constantly in, his employment, and upon the 
good will of the prisoners, whom he is compelled to canciliate by 
kindness, flattery and persuasion. From this state of facts it fol- 
lows, necessarily, that no keeper will undertake to compel the con- 
victs to labor. They are, therefore, fed, clothed and sheltered by 
the keeper, who allows them iG do such labor as they are disposed 
to do voluntarily, whilst he receives from the state, for each priso- 
ner, a per diem allowance in money, sufficient to feed, clothe, shel- 
ter and guard them. This per diem pay to the prisoners amounts, 
if your ‘committee be correctly informed, to about five hundred 
doliars per month, or six thousand dollars annually. 

Your committee learned, with astonishment, that when the pre- 
sent keeper took possession of the penitentiary buildings and con- 
` victs, there was no register showing the names, crimes and sen- 
tences of the prisoners, nor any code of rules and regulations, but 
that the dilapidated buildings" and miserable convicts, scattered 
here and there in the midst of the ruins, constituted the peniten- 
tiary when it came into his possession. 

Your committee Wee instinctively led to inquire what sum had 
been expended by the state to put up and maintain such a sorrow- 
ful institution. 

By reference to the annexed statement, made out by the auditor, 
marked “A,” it will be seen that from the 13th day of December, 
1838, down to this time, there has been expended $124,588 00, 
besides $3,000 which appears by the report of the inspectors to 
have been paid to Mr Allis, under a recent contract to rebuild the 
walls of the penitentiary. From all that your committee have 
learned in the premises, they do not doubt but that there has been 
expended, in round numbers, the sum of $150,000 00 by the state, 
in building and maintaining -the penitentiarv, since the 13th De- 
cember, 1838; and your committee consider that the whole prop- 
erty, houses, buildings, walls, etc., together with the lot of land 
upon which they are situated, could not be sold for .$10,000 00. 
If, then, the estimate of your committee be nearly correct, it will 
appear that the state has expended one hundred aad forty thou- 
sand dollars over and above what ought to have been expended, 
and fourteen times as much as all the property is worth which has 
been created, purchased and acquired. 

Your committee have inquired, in the next place, what sum 
would most probably be required to rebuild the walls and erect 
suitable work shops on the penitentiary grounds. In accordance 
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with an act of the Legislature passed two years ago; the rebuilding: 
was let to contract, and taken at the sum of fifty-eight thousand dol- 
lars, but has already been abandoned by the contractor. We con- 
clude, therefore, that the sum of fifty-eight thousand dollars will not 
be sufficient, and that a greater sum will have to be paid. In 182 
twenty thousand dollars were appropriated and adjudged sufficient 
to erect and prepare all suitable fixtures for a penitentiary and 
prison-house, and your committee believe it to be twice as much 
as all the buildings are worth. Two years afterwards forty thou- 
sand five hundred dollars more were appropriated for the same 
"purposes, and again, from time to time, until the enormous sum 
heretofore mentioned has been used and consumed. If, then, we 
learn by experience, and judge the future by the past, it will not be 
difficult to see that the fifty-eight thousand dollars, which the last 
contract for rebuilding was taken at, will be only a beginning— 
the first moth hatched in the treasury, whose brood will incresse 
to such an extent as to exhaust and consume the revenues of the 
state for years to come. 

If by commencing with $90, 000 in 1838, we have up to this 
time expended $150, ,000, what will we expend in fourteen years 
more, by commencing now anew with $58,000? A plain rule of 
calculation will demonstrate that we need not hope to: get off with: 
much less than half a ‘million of dollars. And when we reflect that 
our treasury is bankrupt, and that we shall be ‘compelled to sell 
the bonds of the state at twenty or thirty cents in the dollar to 
procure the necessary means to operate with, it is easy to be seen 
that we may soon be indebted between one and two millions of 
dollars on account of penitentiary buildings. 

Your committee believe it would be a “suicidal policy to ander: 
take to raise money on state bonds to rebuild the penitentiary, 
. and that it would involve sacrifices and reckless losses, which pru- 
dence admonishes the state to avoid. Bat how shall we rebuild 
without money? The treasury is known to be bankrupt, and the 
taxes, already so high as to be the cause of general complaint in 
the community, are still insufficient to defray the ordinary expenses 
of the government. 

Our- present. condition, then, no less than our past exper ience. 
seriously admonishes us not to undertake to rebuild the penitentia- 
ry at present. So soon, however, as this conclusion is arrived at, 
an outcry is heard about the convicts—what is to be done with 
the prisoners? 

This question deserves consideration, and has been duly weighed 
by your committee. 

Pseudo-moralists and pharisee-lawyers prate much about mild 
“punishment and merciful treatment towards criminals, whilst the . 
tendency of their doctrine only increases crime in the land. Should 
such a penitentiary be erected as is dictated by the false philan- 
thropy of this school of statesmen, the immense taxes which weuld 
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have to be paid by the people might make the condition of the- 
honest citizen, who resides in the country, that of a slave, whilst- 
the convict lived in splendor.upon the earniags of the honest. 

The principle of self preservation clothes the honest part of the. 
community with power to provide for themselves first, aud judg- 
ment aud discretion dictate that they should use the power to pro- 
mote their own happiness, in place of mortgaging their lands and- 
making themselves “slaves” to erect splendid buildings for the en- 
tertalument of ZAzeves. 

In addition to this, necessity is a plea which admits of no reply. 
The state is required to dispose of the convicts in some way, and it 
remains only to inquire in what way this can be done. ADU 
. Your committee respectfully suggest that the convicts be put to: 
work on the levee and roads. It is believed that their labor could 
be made a source of revenue to the state. The guards which are 
now employed could, with the same muskets, control them, as well 
in chain gangs on the levee as they do in the midst of the ruins, 
where they are now stationed, 

Your committee are not properly advised as to whether the con- 
vicis now in the peultentiary could be legally required to do labor 
outside of the penitentiary, but presume that the law-making pow- 
er has the right to erect shantees on the river bank and declare 
them state prisons and peritentiary houses, into which it would be 
legal to place sach convicts as are now in the old penitentiary 
houses. 

Should your committee be wrong in this position, then they re- 
commead that such convicts as have been condemned heretofore 
be pardoned, upon condition that they leave the sate, not to return 
again withia its borders. From this general emancipation a limit- 
ed. number of the most wicked convicts might be excepted, and 
confined in the county jails until such time as the state becomes 
able to build a peuitentiary. 

Your committee suggest that such change be made in the gene- 
ral code as may be necessary in order to carry out their views in 
this connection. A slight change in the phraseologv of the statutes 
would be sufficient. That change should require the criminal who 
has been found “guilty” to besentenced to labor in the chain gang, 
or on the levees, in place of the state prison and penitentiary 
house. l 
. Should the ideas hereinbefore advanced be deemed impractica- 
ble; then it would be well to consider the propriety of making an 
arrangement with some neighboring state in which there is a peni- 
tiary In practical operation. 

It is believed such arrangement might be made advantageously 
to this state, and not unprofitably to the state where the peniten- 
tiary is in practical operation, by virtue of which criminals might 
be disposed of at but little cost to our state.

^ Xearafter year must elapse, and the resources of the country be 
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greatly developed, and our revenues much increased, before we 
shall be able to undertake the building of a penitentiary. The 
present penitentiary buildings, and the lot of giownd upon which 
they stand, therefore, should be sold to the highest bidder, for cash, 
and the proceeds placed in the treasurv.

. The joint committee on the senitenuan to whow was refer- | 
red so much of the Governor's message as related thereto, have had : 
the same under consideration, and after a careful investigation of - 
the whole subject, a majority of one of said committee have deter-: 
mined to make an adverse report, and recommend the abolishment ; 
of the penitentiary system: the minority of said committee differ- 
ing from the majority in opinion, “respectfully ask leave to report 
the foilowing, 

That by virtue of, and in accordance with the provisions of an 
act approved the Lith day of January, 1851, providing for the 
building of a safe and durable wall around the penitentiary, work- 
shops anda keeper's house, and for the general improvement of the 
penitentiary system in this State, the board of inspectors created 
by the said act, entered into a contract with one Horace B. Allis, 
to erect the said buildings, and to make all and singular, the im- 
provements specified in the act aforesaid, stipulating with the said 
Allis, that, in accordance with the provisions of the above recited 
act, they would cause to be paid to him, the said Allis, the sum of 
six thousand dollars per annum, in quarterly installments, as the 
work progressed: conditioned in all other respects as the law re- 
quired. From the information communicated in the message of 
Governor Roane, and accompanying documents, it appears “that 
the said Horace B. Allis, in pursuance of his said. contract, took the 
superintendence of the penitentiary, and charge of the convicts: 
therein, on the 7th day of April, 1551, and it further appears that 
the said Allis did, on the certificates of the board of inspectors, re- 
ceive from the State Treasury the sum of three thousand dollars, or 
two quarterly installments, and the said Allis having made no pro- 
gress with the work towards the completion of his said contr act, 
the Auditor of public accounts very properly, in the opinion of 
' your committee, refused to audit and pay the third quarterly in- 

stallment of fifteen hundred dollars. Upon the refusal of the said 
Auditor to pay the amount aforesaid, the said Allis abandoned his 
contract, which, in the opinion of your committee, he had no legal 

right to do, and turned over the prison and convicts to the State. 
Subsequently the Governor entered intoa temporary contract with 
one Alexander George, to take charge of the State prison, and to 
provide lor the safe keeping and support of the convicts until the 
General Assembly should make a more permanent arrangement. 
In justice to Mr. George your committee take pleasure in saving, 

that from their own personal inspection, and.trom other reliable 
information, they have just reason to believe that the discipline of 
the prison has been much improved and the condition of the con- 
victs greatly ameliorated, under his wise and humane management. 
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For further particulars, your committee would respectfully refer 
the House of Representatives to the message of Governor Roane, 
and to the reports of the board of inspectors, and present superin- 
tendent. The minority of your committee, with all due respect 
for the opinions of the majority, must be allowed to say, that they 
are wholly at a loss to discover by what mode of reasoning the ma- 
jority of your committee have come to their present conclusions. 
Is it true; indeed, that Arkansas is so far behind the ageas to make 
it necessary for her to fall back upon the barbarous ages, and adopt 
a system for the .punishment and suppression of crime that is re- 
volting to every feeling of enlightened humanity? It cannot be so; 
the minority of your committee are unwilling to believe it. That 
the penitentiary system, since its adoption in this State, has been 
very unwisely and injudiciously managed, and that many of its 
agents have been improvident, and in many cases acted in bad 
faith, the minority of your committee are free to admit, and that 
your treasury at this time is in a bad condition to bear the appro- 
priations necessary for rebuilding; but they are unable to see any 
good reason inall this why a system considered by all wise philan- 
thropists and statesmen to be the very best.and most humane that. 
can be devised for the suppression and punishment of crime, should 
be abandohed, anda host of cut throats, theives and assassins turn- 
ed loose in society to murder, rob, burn and destroy with impunity. 
Such a policy (in the judgment of the minority of your committee) 
should the General Assembly adopt it, would merit the contempt 
of all good men. 

The mihority of your committee, therefore, recommend that 
such measures be taken as to insure the building of a safe and du- 
rable wall around the present building, which, your committee are 
of opinion, will answer the purpose for a number of years to come, 
with slight repairs. They also submit for the consideration of the 
House of Representatives the propositions of Alexander George 
and John Robins, citizens of this place, to build a wall around the 
présent pénitentiary house, and also the proposition of E. Stead- 
man, a citizen of Tennessee, as a part of this report. All of which 
is most respectfully submitted.

' The select ommum. to aon was Ti Senate bill No, 48, 
to be entitled tan act to amend the law providing for the redemp- 
tion of the swamp and overflowed lands, approved 6th and 11th 
January, 1851,” together with sundry other bills, relating to lands 
belonging to the State, have had the same under consideration. 

The munificent.grant of ihe general government to this State, 
conferring all the swamp and overflowed lands within her limits, 
' was made with the express declaration, that they were to be devo; 
ted exelusively to their reclamation. The first enquiry which pre- 
sents itself to the minds of the committee, is, how can the object and 
design of the grant be best carried out? Ought a policy to be pur- 
sued which consults the interest and wishes “of particular localities 
—of particular neighborhoods; which overlooks the object, the 
spirit and. design, and the very letter of the grant? Ought-the 
grant to be made subservient to objects other than those for 
which it-was made? The committee are of opinion that the true 
and only policy of - the State, should be to enact such laws as will,. 
in their opinion, secure the reclamation of the largest amount of 
land. >- x 

Tlíe proposition of confining the location of scrip, whichi has 
been issued for labor performed in a particular district, to the lands: 
in that: district, is one that cannot, in the opinion of ‘the commit- 
tes, be seriously entertained by any one, looking to the scope and 
design of the grant, and as one made to the whole State, and not 
to particular districts. This restriction laid upon the scrip, would: 
at once depreciate its value, lessen‘ the demands for it, destroy pub- 
Jic confidence, and render the valuation of lands so hazardous an 
undertaking that no prudent man could be induced to embark in it, 

The acts of the last session, approved the 6th and Lith Janė 
wary, enacted as they were, without experierice, have effected 
much morethan was anticipated by the most sanguine friends-of 
the system of reclamation then adopted. Uuder these acts, im: 

erfect as it was thought they were, about 109 miles of substan- 
tial-levee has been constructed, and the balance of the Mississippi 
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river, dnd a‘ large’ portion of the’ Arkansas river together with 
ditches and drains neéessary to reclaim large quantities of swamp 
lands, is unde? contract, and is progréssing rapidly to completion. 
The expenses for constructing the levees and drains, selecting the 
swamp and: overfidwed lands, paying the salary of commissioners, 
engineer .and every other expense, is only $329,000. - The work 
under the present system has been conducted with an. énergy 
which could not, it is believed, have attained under any other, 
whilst its econemy is the best that could then or can now be dẹ- 
vised.: i p o l Ae ie: 

The bill of the Senate does not proposé to change the present 
system, or add materially to its expenses. Ht simply proposes to 
throw around the present system such guards and restrictions as, 
experience has suggested, without detracting from its -efficaty. 
‘Fhe committee vénture the ássertion, that the most sanguine at the 
last session of the Legislature, did not anticipate the success which 
has been attained by the law then passed. ''he-levees constructed 
on the eastern bank of the Mississippi, which isnow being carried on 
by the people of: that State, with an activity and énergy worthy of 
imitation; should admonish us, not to' cripple a system which has 
accomplished so much already, and promises so much in future. 
The line of levees on the eastern bank throws thé heavy current 
ef the Mississippi-against the Arkansas shores, and protection and 
self-defence, demand an energy and activity in the prosecution:of 
the levee system; which cannot be attained, in the opinion of this 
committee, by any one of the bills’ proposing a radical change in 
the presént law. TAE P e 

The proposition of uniting the swamp and overflowed’ lands 
with other lands, donated to the State by the general government, 
for other and distinct objects, the committee regard, not only as 
unwise, but visionary. The swamp and overflowéd lands are to 
be devoted to their own reclamation; the residue of the lands do- 
nated to the State to other uses and for other objects. To carry. 
this blending and amalgamating system into operation, would bé 
the work of many vears, and its complication and ‘details would 
require the enactment of laws, by future Legislatures, which would: 
swell large volumes, to say nothing of. the vast outlay of money, 
(which the State is soilly able to bear,) which: would necessarially 
be expended in putting into motion the complicated machinery: of 
$o vast dnd mixed a system.’ To.adopt this blending system will 
utterly stop the works now in progress, and defer tor years, the 
present system of reclamation, which, to be effectual, must be kept 
up and prosecuted with energy. If the work now stops, most 
that has been done, will be lost—utterly lost; and no further-ae- 
tion of.thé Legislature can repair the injury sustained. Millions 
of acres have already been reclaimed, by levees partially construc-. 
ted. ‘Population and wealth-are flowing into our State; confi- 
dence hás'beeh inspired in thé entire practicability of: rétlaiming 
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thesé lands, And from the effects to -be produed. by this system; 
we may soon hope to have- within our borders an amount of pop- 
ulation and wealth, which will materially relieveus from the heavy, 
taxation which we now bear. "Phe real and substantial good to. 
be derived trom this grant, and the only one which the State con- 
‘templated, or the magnificence of the graut indicales, is; that, by 
reclaiming these lands, aud bringing Wern ander ocgupaney -and 
cultivation, the wealth, the population aud resources of the State 
are developed aud euhauced, aud any. enactment which criples 
this system, will defeat the object and inteation of the grant, aad 
must be detrimeutal to the true interests of the State. 

The preseut system, under whicu so much guod has been effect- 
ed, cominends itself over the other system proposed, by the econ-. 
omy with which it is conducted. The salary paid the commissiona 
ers is, %6,900, to clerk of com nissioners, $1,200, to sub-commi s 
sioners and engineers, say, $3,500, making, Iu the azs regate, $10,: 
WW. The. change proposed by the bill of the Senate, will add but 
a.small amount of additional expeuse to the present system, and | 
is offered jor the purpose of throwing additioual guards around the 
preseüt law, not to make auy radical change, and which is.com- 
mended to our consideration, by the views expressed by Governor 
Roane and Governor Conway, in their respective messages to- the 
present General Assembly, as well as by the commissioners, in 
their reports to the Governor. - 

The change proposed by the Senate bill, takes fon the commis», 
gioners the power to dispose ol, la any manuel or to issue the 
scrip provided for in the present law. It Lu poses 3hese duties on 
the State Treasurer, Auditor vf Public Accounts aud five Swamp 
Land Agents, to be elected by the present General Assembly, and 
requires all expenses of every nature, to be audited and adjusted, 
under the strictest accountability by the: Aud.tor; and adds to the 
present system the additional expense of only $5,000. 

One of the bills referred to your committee, entitled, an act &c. 
proposes, among other things, to create the office of “entry taker,” 
in each county of the State, who are to be supplied with books, 
maps, plats and surveys, which, is believed, will cost the enormous 
sum ut $200,000, and to provide which, will require .the labor of 
alarge number of clerks for months. 

- To recapitulate: The excellence of the present system, as pro- 
posed to be modified by the bill accompanying this report, is shown 
by its practical success; by the confidence it hus inspired; the good 
at has done; the wealth and pcpulatiou it has brought to the Stute;

with the committee, and cannot, without being recreant to the high 
and responsible duties committed to their charge, as members of 
the ‘present General Assembly, do otherwise than dissent to the. 
opinion ofa majority of the committee; they are therefore influ- 
enced by the same consciencious convictions, which they are free: 
to admit has actuated éach member of this committee to make a 
minority report, accompanied by a bill which they offer asa substi-- 
tute fof both bills, and recommend to the favor of the House, and- 
that no injustice may bé done.to them, and to those to whom they 
have had the honor of associating’in committee, they desire itas 
a matter of right, that some of the reasons which actuate them to 
differ with the majority of the committee, should appear on the 
journals of the House.

The undersigned, from the committee to whom was referred 
the two bills, the one, the Senate bill making certain enactments 
with regard to the swamp lands; the other, the House bill, embra- 
cing the State lands in general, non-concurring with the majority 
of the committee, in recommending the Senate bill as amended, 
begs leave to offer the following objections thereto: | 

Ist. It contains, in the opinion of the undersigned, no- sufficient 
guards for the safety of the large amount of public funds and pro- 
perty, which it places in the hands of the officers. It creates, or 
continues its provisions for auditing the accounts of its officers, 
seem to be nominal, for the reason that the auditing officer will 
lack data upon which to make settlement with them. If the audi- 
tor is to make settlements on the statement which they make for 
themselves, the settlement is a useless form, and each officer virtu- 
ally settles with himself; there are no checks upon the officer whom 
it appoints to sell immense amounts of land, equal to those the pre-- 
cautions of the law throw around a common revenue officer of a 
county. l 

The cost to the State of the board of swamp land commissioners 
may be partly understood by referring to the report of the board 
for those expenses, which do not meet their eye by reading the 
law under which it acts. l 

By the report, we find that the contingent expenses, not counts 
ing the amount paid to contractors for levees, &c., and excluding - 
the salaries of the commissioners, and of the secretary of the board 
amounts for the last two years to upwards of $13,500. DE 

The salaries of these officers amount to some $7,200 more per. 
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; 
year. - The amended Senate bill proposes. to add to these fivet ther. 
officers,.at an-expense of $5,000. more per year, for the purpose of. ° 
selling the swamp land; and while it.incurs. this additional expense, : 
fails to place its offices in positions. convenient to the great.bodies- 
of the. people. - 5 "xs pe Bissau ce 

The House bill; it is believed, would administer the whole land:., 
ed interests of the State, for a sum, near $6,000 less-than:the-Senz, 
ate. bill expends in the management of the swamp lands alone. "The: 
House bill would have, beste the advantage of placing the land; 

office in every county, thereby. consulting the convenience: and: 
saving the expense of travel to those who may desire to enter lands; 
besides thesuperior convenience of the Hause bill, in the difference of 
expense, it may be remarked, is near the entire cost of the penis . 
tentiary system for a year. It is-proper to observe, that notwith+. 
standing the divided action of the House, in passing a bill at an; 
early day in. the session to-repeal the: 14th section of the swamp 
land law, which exempts that class of lands froin taxes, under cer- 
tain circumstances, yet the bill reported by a majority of the. 
committee by its provision, contemplates a continuance of the ex- 
emption from taxation. Whether the House will. yield this prineiple 
of equality of taxation, is not for the undersigned to determine; in 
his estimation, however, the passage of the bill referred to, support- 
ed as it was with fifty affirmative votes, amounted to an expression 
of the will of the House on that subject.. When it is remembered 
that the treasury is already deficient, and that this deficiency exists 
in. despite of attacks upon the most common articles of necessity 
to the farmer, inclusive of his milch cow, and plow horse, this. claim. 
of exemption from taxes for lands, miany tracts of which are the 
very best in the State, seems entirely unreasonable arid unjust. 

The minimum price which the bill as reported places òn- the 
lands to be sold, appears to the undersigned, with all deference to 
the better judgment of others, to be little. less than ruinous. If 
the'priee was a thing for the first time to be adjusted, doubtless 
the state could aet with less risk.of injury to the citizens; in de- 
termining the sum to be demanded peracre. At present, however, 
we know by the report of the board of swamp land commissioners, 
and by circumstances independent of that report, that there must be 
a vast amount of claims. outsanding against the state, in swamp 
land scrip. 'It is assumed for illustration that those claims amount 
to 1,000,000 acres of land scrip, that were sold by the state, at a 
valuation of 75 cents, if the scrip should be located within six 
miles of a navigable river,and 50 cents, if located a greater dis. 
tance from such stream. It is further assumed, that this scrip is 
in the hands of dealers in scrip, who have it for sale. Now the 
minimum in the bill for a cash sale is $1 25 per acre; but the 
same land could as well be taken up by scrip, at 50 cents per acre, 
unless it be near a river, and there, at 75 cents per acre. A citi- 


zen, then, who desires. to. buy at the office for cash, must, pay the 
48 
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state $1 25. If he does not like this price, he must look to the. 
scrip holders, who, knowing the cash minimum will enable them 
to do: so, advance the price of their scrip. Then allew that the serip 
appreciates 25 cents an acre, and no sound thinking man, it is be- 
lieved, can suppose the advance will be less, and the figures wilk 
show atr increase of value, in favor of the serip holders, of $250,- 
000, a stroke of financial skill which all might admire, except Ar- 
kansians, who, in the end, would have.the money to pay. Thus, 
while the citizens would collectively be paying out enormous sums 
for state lands, scrip holders, and not the state, would receive the 
profits. Aside from these objections to the minimum in the 
amended bill of the Senate, the undersigned submits for the con- 
sideration of the Hoase, whether it i» not the true policy of the 
state, with proper restrictions as to amount, to sell her lands ata 
low rate to the citizen who will settle and improve them, whereby 
she would not only derive a revenue from her lands, but she would 
also retain many citizens, who" might otherwise be compelled to 
seek cheap homes beyond the borders of the state., l 

The amended Lill of the Senate contains, in the opinion of thé 
undersigned, no sufficient restriction against the floating of scrip, 
thus leaving all the lands of valee in one county, with which la- 
bor could be employed for the reclamation of the surrounding 
waste lands, to be absorbed by scrip from other counties. Hence 
there is danger of a system of favoritism, the possibility of which 
it is the duty of wise legislation to foresee and prevent. 

‘The undersigned, not intending to detain the House with fur—- 
ther remarks, will only add, that in his judgment, there is so much: 
incongruity, and so slight a regard to the order.of events in these 
provisions of the amended bill of the Senate, which relate to sales 
of land and the right of pre-emptors, that confusion of title, and its 
usual attendant litigation, must be the inevitable result.

The undersigned, a member of the select committee to whom 
was referred the substitute for House bill No. 204, has had the 
same under consideration, and begs leave to submit a minority re- 
port: This bill. bestows on a few persons a perpetuity, in direct, 
contravention of section 19 of the bill of rights; and, moreover, 
clothes a few individuals with more power than is consistent with 
public good. Ours isa new country, and many, portions are desti- 
tute of scientific practitioners of medicine, and must necessarily.re- 
main, so for many years to come. Those portions are pow -sup-: 
‘plied by both male and female practitioners, who, although unedu- 
caied in the science. of medicine, still, some.of them are taught by 
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the bedside-of experience, the nature and treatment: of. the most 
common diseases of our climate, and are therefore useful: in their 
several localities; and it is reasonable and right for such persons 
, to have the protéctioti of the laws of this state, in compelling those, 
who solicit their attention, to pay a reasonable compensation for 
their services. If they are thus deprived of the protection of the 
law, in the collection of their dues, they are stript of an indefeasible 
right, which belongs to every citizen of a republican form of gov- 
ernment—one of equal rights, equal privileges, and equal protec- 
tion. . If the unscientific practioner, or the unlicensed physician, is 
to be deprived of the protection of the law, and the people the right 
to-employ. whom they please to administer medicine to their sick, 
with equal propriety, this legislature may designate what sect or 
‘denomination shall teach the people of the State the doctrines of 
morality. I am free to admit, and none more than I, that there 
are many persons in this state, now practicing medicine, who are 
totally unqualified for that respectable station; still I am firmly 
convinced, that the only practicable way to correct the evil, is to 
leave it to the people; and any. legislation, in advance of enlight- 
ened public opinion, will injure the cause which it intends to pro- 
mote, Itherefore recommend the rejection of the bill. .

By reference to the table of estimates of the pr dak receipts add 
expenditures, at the Treasury, for the next two years, it will be 
seen that there will probably be a deficit of more than. $15,000 on 
the Ist day of October, 1854. That deficit should be met. The 
policy and the interest of the State demand that the amount of mo- 
ney necessary to defray the expenses of the government should be 
raised. The revenue may be materially increased, and this deficit, 
it is believed, almost, if notentirely, met, by making a slight change 
àn our Revenue Law, in regard to taxing real estate. The: 'ehange 
suggested is, to tax real estate double, and personal property Aaí/, 
the present rates of taxation. The rate of the proposed. change 
will not materially affect the taxes of citizens of the State. In the 
aggregate, and in most instances of individuals, where calculations 
have been made, the taxes of citizens have beci reduced below the 
present rates; whilst, in the case of non- resident speculators, who 
hold up the best land in the State, and by the exorbitant prices 
which they demand for them, prevent their On and the | 
consequent increase of population and wealth of the State, tlie 
taxes will be doubled—they having to pay twice as much towards 
the support of the government, as they do under existing. laws. 

There would be great justice in so adjusting our Revenue lawsas 
to compel non-resident property-holders to pay the largest amount 
of revenue into the Treasury of the State. They have but a small 
interest in common with the resident tax-payers. Mostly citizens 
of other States; they are content-to hold on to their lands here, if 
the enhancement in ‘their value is equal to the interest they would 
receive on their money, if it were invested in stocks. If the State 
improve fast enough for their lands to enhance in value in that ra- 
tios they are satisfied. In this manner, large bodies of the most 
valuable lands, in almost every county in the State, are held up by 
speculators, and by the high prices demanded for them, their settle- 
ment and improvement retarded, if not entirely prevented. In 
many, if not in most, instances, the State is robbed of her reveunes 
on these lands, by fraud and perjury. There are great quantities 
of lands, belonging to non-residents, which are listed for taxation 
at $3 per acre, ‘and the value sworn to by the owners, or théir 
agents;*when the Auditor has been informed by many of the best 
* citizens ‘of the State, that the owners ot the same lands refuse to 
sell them for $10 per acre. red

hold. property among us. "The true policy is, to make their taxes so 
high as to induce them to sell their lands, for some price to citizens 
who would reside on, and enhance their value, by cultivating them. 

It has long been a desideratum to procure the enactment of some 
law. which would reach the case of non-resident land-holders, and 
compel them, by high taxes, or some other means, to sell their lands 
to those- who would make them productive to the State; but the 
difficulty which has always suggested itself to legislators was, that - 
laws taxing them, would, also, be oppressive to: our own citizens. 
The Auditor considers that this objection is now met by -the more 
{han compensating reduction in the taxes on all personal property, 
which will tend to decrease the amount of taxes required to be 
paid by citizens of the State; whilst, in the aggregate, it will mate- 
terially increase the amount of revenue. 

This change in our Revenue Law, ifit be enacted, as suggested, 
wil be no disadvantage, to persons buying lands for cultivation; 
for the reduced rates of taxes, on all personal property, inlcuding: 
negroes, will over balance -the increase of taxes on real estate.— 
"Thus, our citizens may be benefited, and their burdens in some de- 
gree lightened, whilst our revenues are materiaily increased. 

Inasmuch as there may be some constitutional objection to the 
plan of taxing lands, as just suggested, itis respectfullv recommend- 
ed that this subject be referred to the Committee on the Judiciary, 
with the view, if it be necessary, to attain the end sought, of re- 
commending an amendment to the constitution. 

In addition to the objects of taxation, now enumerated by law, 
for State purposes, it is believed that a sum almost, if not entirely, 
large euough to meet the expenses of the Judiciary might be raised, 
by imposing a State tax of $2 on each civil suit at law, or in chan- 
cery,in which the sum of $100, or upwards, is involved, to be paid 

: to the Clerks or Sheriffs of the proper counties, before the com- 
mencement of any such suit, by the party desiring to commence 
the same. Itis for the benefit of litigants that courts are kept up, 
and the salaries of the Judges paid by the State; and it would seem 
to be but just that they should be compelled to pay the principa] 
part of the expenses of the system. 

The law restricts the counties in the amount they shall raise for 
county revenue, to one-fourth of one per cent., on. the assessed 
value of property made taxable for State purposes. . This is wrong. 
in several of the counties, a larger sum is needed for the erection 
of-necessary county buildings; and the people are ready and wil. 
ling to pay a greater amount, if the County Court were not pro- 
hibited, by law,, from raising beyond a certain sum of money for 
county purposes. It is for this reason, that many of the counties 
have not been able to raise money to erect Court-houses, sufficient- 
ly. comfortable and commodious for the -Courts which the law re- 
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quires to be held; or to build Jails of -sufficient security for the safe: 
Keeping of criminals. . ey BEN 
:. When a number of our citizens, occupying a region -of country 
of the area of nine hundred square miles, apply to the Legislature, 
and -procure the passage of a law incorporating them, with the 
privilege and immunities of. a separate county, it.would seem to 
imply that a sufficient amount of prudence and discretion were 
‘eonceded to them to warrant their being entrusted with the power 
to decide what amount of money.may be necessary and proper to 
defray their municipal expenses, and tọ- levy taxes upon them- 
selves for the payment of that amount; and there surely can be no 
danger that they will tax themselves too high. i; 
‘This prohibitory clause in the county revenue law is frequently 
in direct opposition to the best interests of the citizens.of the coun- 
ties, whilst it is promotive of-the interest of no class, except the 
non-resident land-hulder, whose lands ‘are enhanced in value by 
every work of improvement done bv the citizens, at the same time 
that the law gives them a guaranty that they shall not be taxed 
beyond a certain amount. The law requires all able-bodied male 
inhabitants, (white and black,) between the ages. of sixteen and 
forty-five years, to work on the publie roads of their county, and 
prescribes a penalty for their failure or refusal to do so. The la~ 
bor of these citizens, in opening and improving roads, and increas- 
Aug the facilities of travel, is the means of bringing into notice, and 
enhancing the value of, the lands of non-residents, - Does not jus- 
dice, then, require that non-residents shall be compelled, by. law, to 
bear, at least, their proportional burthen of tue expense of improv- 
ing the roads of the country by which- they are enriched? This 
proposition, if adopted, cannot operate unequally as between these > 
non-residents and citizens of the state; for, by the paramount law 
of Congress, admitting us into the Union, they are secured against 
a higher tax than our own citizens. 
Experience has shown that the laws for the collecting and safe- 
keeping of the revenue may be improved, by some alterations... 
Jt is needless, here, again to urge on the Legislature, the impor- 
tance of extending the time allowed by law to sheriffs to settle 
their accounts with the state, as collectors of revenue, from De- 
cember to the May following: By reference to the auditor's re- 


port, in 1950, that subject, it will be seen, is discussed, at some ` 


length. Time has given each reason therein set forth, additional 
weight in the estimation of the auditor. By the adoption of that 
plan, the citizens of the state will be enabled to pay their taxes at 
à time when it will be least oppressive to them; the assessors and 
collectors of revenue will be enabled to make fuller assessments 
and larger collections; the revenues of the state will be increased; 
and, so far from any one being oppressed, the burthens of support- 
iag the government will fall more .equally on all its citizens; and 
the.state; her citizens, and her revenue officers, will .be benefited, 
without conceivable injury to any one. 
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- By reference'to table * H.," it will be seen that no tax books 
‘have been received, this year, from the counties of Crawford,* In- 
dependence, Randolph, Searcy and White. The failure to return 
these books may be attributed, in some instances, to the shortness 
of the time allowed, by the present law,.for assessors to file their 
lists, and for county ceurts to adjust them, and afterwards, for 
clerks to make out tax books and send them to the Auditor’s of- 
fice; and in other instances, to culpable and willful neglect of duty 
on the part of county officers, The failure, for the reason first 
mentioned, might be obviated in future, by extending the time for 
making assessments and collections, and settlement for revenue, as 
hereinbefore suggested. The second can only be obviated by the 
enactment and rigid execution of efficient laws. 

Thè Supreme court has decided that a sheriff's office is not va- 
cated as declared by our Statute, (Digest, Sec. 37, chap. 139,) on 
his failing to file his assessment list on or before the 25th of Mareh, 
in each year. The principle of that decision would apply with 
equal force to the law (same section) which declares Clerks’ offices 
vacated on their failing to perform certain duties with regard to 
making out tax books. 

Attention was called to this fact in the last report of the Audit- 
or, but the Legislature took no aetion in that behalf. As the law 
now stands, the officers, whose duty it is to eollect tbe revenue of 
the state, may be guilty of the most gross and glaring official neg- 
ligence, with impunity. It would appear to be the part of pru- 
dence, as well as wisdom, in the Legislature, to enact such laws as 
would give the officers, whose duty it is to attend to the collection 
of revenue, sufficient time to perform all their duties, and ample 
compensation for their performance; and, then hold. them to a rigid 
and strict accountability for all their official acts. Unless ample 
compensation be given, it will be vain to expect to secure the ser- 
vices of faithful and efficient officers. And unless officers are held 
toa rigid and strict accountability for all their official acts, no 
matter how honest and energetic the great majority of them will, 
doubtless, be, it will be vain to expect that all will be-honest. of 
their own accord; and more vain to suppose that the state will not 
lose large amounts by the official malfeasance and inefficiency 
of some of the officers into whose hands her revenues will fall. 

To the end that these evils may in future be obviated, it is re- 
spectfully recommended that it-be provided by legislative enact- 
ment, that Sheriffs, when they are first elected, and before they 
can legally enter on @ny of their official duties, shall be required to 
enter into bond, with ample seeurity for a sufficient sum, to the | 
state and county, for the faithful performance of their duties, as 
collectors of revenue for their whole term of office. Let tlie bond 
be large enough to cover the state and county revenue for two 
years, and let the law provide further, that, if the sheriff fail-to as- 


*Since the printing of the tables, which accompany this Report, tha tax book 
from Crawford connty kas been received. 
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. Sess the revenue of any year, or, after assessing, fail or neglect to: 
take.the.tax book, he shall be liable on his bond to the state and: 
county for double the amount of revenue.which had been colect- : 
ed, in his county, the next preceding year. If the sheriff, after as- 
sessing’ and receiving the tax book, fail to collact, the law already: 
provides.ample penalty. ^. A 4 ar 

It should be the duty..of some officer of the government, at least: 
once in each quarter,:and oftener, if he deem it necessary, and at 
any time he may choose, during the quarter, to examine the condj- 
tion of the State Treasury, and see that all moneys are there which: 
should legally be there, and report the result of his examination to 
the Governor. If, on any such examination, it be found that there 
is a defalcation, it should be made the duty of the Governor, forth- 
with, to take such steps as are demanded by the interest, of the 
State,.and the ends of justice. | 
. If the recommendations made in regard to the.extension.of time 
now allowed to collectors to settle their accounts with the state,- 
for revenue, be adopted,.as good policy requires, ample time will 
be. given by law for all honest collectors, and others having the 
eustody of the money of the state, to account for the same; and, 
then, a failure to settle promptly, at the the time the law. requires, 

: should be made a felony, and punished as such. "This.provision 
should. apply, not only to collectors, but to all.persóns who come; 
officially, into possession of moneys of the state, and fail to account 
tor them, faithfully and punctually; and, also, to all persons who 
shall procure money from the treasury on false pretences, or by 
presenting false and fraudulent accounts. Honest men, who in- 
tend to deal justly with the state, will. not object to the enactment 
of such alaw. Dishonest men are those on whom its penalties 
would be visited; and, of course, no law of this kind could be en- 
acted so as to please them, or meet their approbation. : 

The attention of the Legislature is again called to the impor- 
tance.of making the Auditor’s, the only office at whieh. accounts, 

' payable out of the State Treasury, shall be presented and adjusted. 

. The policy of the framers of the constitution, in creating the of- 
fice of Auditor, and the law making.him *the general.accountant of : 
the State,” to be at all efficient, must be construed so as to give the - 
Auditor.control of all accounts. Any departure from this rule is 
inconsistent with the very reason for having an Auditor's office. 
If tne Legislature have the: power to take from the Auditor the 
settlement and adjustment of one class of accounts,it has the pow- 
er to take from his office the adjustment of all accounts. 

‘The rule of giving the Auditor the settlement of allaccounts has 
.been departed from, by giving to other officers the power to draw 
money from the treasury, on their simple order, without requiring 

. them to file any evidence that they-had faithfully disbursed it; and, 
by. requiring the auditor to settle accounts on the certificates of 
other officers. After a full triel of the system of settling accounts 
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‘on certificates of other. officers, the auditor is convinced of its utter 
inutility. And he contends that the Legislature has no power to 
pass a law tò compel him to audit an account which he snows to 
be fraudulent, though it may be regularly certified. ` Any officer’ 
required by law to eertify accounts, should also be required to pre- 
serve in the récords or files of his office, evidence of all accounts 
‘certified by him. A failure to do this, on the part of the different. 
officers who certified the accounts of the last. public printer, ena- 
bled that individual to plunder the treasury, bv presenting a series 
of false and fraudulent accounts, which he appeared almost to have 
reduced to a system of swindling. ' 

. The Auditor having been put. on his guard, by the discovery of 
some of the frauds perpetrated on the Treasury by the publie prin- 
ter, refused to settle the last account presented against the state 
by that individual, without first deducting the amount fraudulently 
drawn by him from the treasary, which "would not only éover the 
amount of his account last presented, but leave him indebted to the 
state, in the sum .of nearly $800. “On this refusal of the Auditor, 
the public printer sold or transferred his account, which he claim- 
ed to have against the state, and departed from the State. The 
assignee of this account is now prosecuting a mandamus against 
the auditor to compel him to allow it, notwithstanding the frauds 
already discovered, and admitted on all hands, to have | been perpe- 
trated by the public printer, on the Treasury. The auditor has 
the fullest confidence, based upon the best legal advice, that he 
will be sustained in his position, by the Courts of the country. 

Difficulties, arising from frauds of the kind just meationed, may 
be avoided in future, by the enactment ofa law, requiring the pub- 
lic printer, when he presents an account for printing, to present 
with it a copy of all the printed matter charged for; and that it be 
made the duty of the auditor to examine and adjust the same, and 
see that the work done and charges made, are in accordance 
with the law, and his contract with the state. When a number of 
copies of any kind of printed matter have to be paid for, let the re- 
ceipt of the officer into whose hands the law makes it the duty of 
the printer to place such printed matter, for the number of copies 
delivered, be evidence to the auditor that the number mentioned 
in the receipt has been delivered; but the auditor, in nó case, 
should audit or allow an account without first examining the work 
done and charges made, and seeing that they are in Boone 
with the contract and the law. 

The question of electing a public printer, and fixing his compen- 
sation by law, would be, in the estimation of the auditor, worthy 
the consideration of the Legislature. It is certain that the public 
service can not be injured by a change from the present system. 
If the office of public printer be established, and the the prices for 
printing be fixed by law, the humiliating and mischievous plan of 
making specie contracts, hy which the state enters into obligations, 


in. direet violation ‘of law, too, to depreciate her own + liabilities, rand 
makes; af the same tiniégan unjust discrimination, in favor of .oné-. 
class ol her cr editors, to the detriment of every other class, will be 
superseded by one more’ just to all the creditors of the.state: - `- 

An act, approved January 4th; 1849, (pamphlet Acts of that year; 
page 60,) requires that the reports of the Auditor and Treasurer . 
shall be re-printed. with the laws, in order to carry out-an article: +8523 
of the State Constitution, commanding that “a regular statement’ ue 
and account of the receipts and expenditures of &all-public money 7 
shall be published with the promulgation of the laws.” 

In order to carry into effect this provision of the constitution, it 
is not necessary that all the tables accompanying the reports of 
the Auditor and Treasurer; should be published; - The publication: 
of tables *A;? and * B.," of the Auditor’s. report; would give “a; 
regular statement dnd-account of the receipts and expenditures of 
all public money” at the State Treasury; and a publicatioir of those: 
tables with the laws, would fully meet the requirement of the con- . 
stitution; whilst, at the same time, the public acts would not be 
encumbered with the publication of matter which had already been ' 
made sufficiently-public in theofficial’ reports of the Auditor and. 
Treasurer; aud the Public Treasury would be relieved of the hea- 
vy expense of printing’ the sare. 

Under the provisions of an act ed 11i January, 1851, 
“To provide for building a safe and durable wall around the Peni-: 
tentiary; work shops, keeper's house; and for the improvement of 
the Penitentiary System," the Inspectors; (Seer etary of State, Au- 
ditor and Treasurer,) according to its provisions, invited: pr oposals; 
through the newspaper $ for building ihe Penitentiaty, as provided 
for in said.law; 

Mr. John Robins, of Little Rock, proposed. to do the work; re- 
quired by said act, for the sum of $50,000; (At this time the Au- 
ditor was absent from the State.) The contract was awarded to 
him; by the Inspectors; but he failed and refused to enter into a 
written contract, and give bond and security to the state, as the 
law required. On this failure on'the part of. Mr; Robins, the con- 
tract was awarded to Mr. H. B. Allis, for $58,000—his bid being 
next to that of Mr. Robins. Mr. Allis entered. into bond and 
qualified as required: by law; and took charge of the Penitentiary 
and convicts; under his contract, on the 7th day of April, 1851; 
and abandoned .his contract, and threw the penitentiary and the ' 
convicts on the hands of the state, about 15th of April, 1822: 
The reason of this abandonment was the failure, on the part of the 
contractor; to comply with his contract; and the consequent refu- 
sal of the Auditor to allow his accounts for his quarterly payments ` 
as contractor. At the time Mr. Ailis Abandoned his contract, the 
Secretary of State and Treasurer, a majority of the Board of Ine. 
spectors of the Penitentiary, recommended, as a matter of expedi. 
éncy, that. the Auditor issue a warrant, in favor of. the Péenlientia- 
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a. TY contractor, for $1,500, but failed, and refused to give him such 
z" a certificate.as, under the law, would entitle him to a quarter’s pay, 


if -he had complied with the law and his contract with the State. 
The Auditor, from his own observation, being satisfied that the 
contractor had not complied, was not complying, and would not 
comply, with his contract with the State; and the majority of the 
Board of Inspectors, as above stated, failing and refusing to give 
him such a certificate as would authorize the Auditor to recognize 
the work’said contractor hand done, as a compliance with his con- 
tract, refused to audit and allow his account.. 

It will be seen, by reference io section 10 of the law “ For build- 
ing a wall, &c., around the Penitentiary,” that—“7f, in their opin- 
ion, said contractor is not complying, and will not comply, with the 
terms of his contract, the Board of Inspectors shall withhold their 
certificates for the quarterly payment of such .work, until they are 
satisfied that the contractor has faithfully complied with his con-. 
tract in ali respects.” 


Section 9, of the law just quoted, imposes a double duty on the 


‘Auditor; by requiring him, first, to do duty, as an Inspector, and, if 


right, certify the contraetor's account, and, alter the contractor 
had received his “quarterly certificates upon the Auditor for such 
installments, the Auditor shall examine, adjust and audit the same, 
and see that the same are in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and the terms of the contract; and, on being satisfied of the 
fact, shall draw his warrant," &c. - 

Section 5, of said act, requires the Penitentiary Inspeetors, be- 
fore they enter on the *discharge of their duties, to take an oath, 
that they will, according to the best of their abilities, carry out 
the true intent and meaning of this act, and faithfully perform all 
duties required of them by law, as Inspectors of the Penitentiary.” 

Under his contract with the State, Mr. Allis drew from. the 
Treasury $3,000. For an account of this transaction, the Audit- 
or refers to a minority report, made by him, as one of the Inspect- 
ors of the Penitentiary, to his Excellency Jonn Sennen Roane, 
Governor of Arkansas, on the 27th day of April, 1852. The rea- 
sons and convictions which prompted him to take the course he took 
then, remain unchanged. In his estimation, he took the only course 
authorized by thé law, and permitted by the oath he had taken, 
when he entered on his duties ae Inspector of the Penitentiary. 

The majority of the Penitentiary Inspectors, in their report to 
the Governor, made one suggestion, to which the Auditor would 
respectfully call the attention of the General Assembly; taking, as 
he does, an entirely different view of the subject, and construing 
the law, as he does, widely different from them. They say, in 
substance, in their report to the Governor,—if Mr, Allis is over- 
aid, his bond will amply secure the State from loss on that account. 

Without undertaking to argue this question, the Auditor gives 
it as his opinion,'that the bond given by thé contractor of the Pen- 
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itentiáry, "Was not to cover, or secure- tne State from the loss of 

any monéy which he might be able to get wrongfully from’ the 

Treasury; but was given with exclusive réference to his custody 

and safe-keeping of the convicts, and his general good conduct as 

Penitentiary contractor;-and, further, to secure the State from any 

loss in the event of his abandoning his contraét—as he has done. 

If this law bears any other construction, it seems strange to the- 
Auditor that the Legislature only required the Penitentiary con- 

tractor to enter into a bond of $20,000, to secure the’ payment of 
$60,000, which the Legislature directed shoulda be paid him, out of 
the Treasury, for carrying into effect the act to build the Peniten- 

tiary. 

The law required that the Inspectors should ** visit said Peniten- 
 tiary as often as once in every two weeks, and inspect and exam- 
ine the work as it progresses, and see that it is done in accordance 
with the contract, and in-a faithful and workman-like manner;” and, 
if all this were done, directed them to give the contractor, “ quat- 
terly certificates" for such installments of his pay as they found 
him to be entitled to; but, “if in their opinion, said contractor is 
not complying, and will not comply, with the terms of liis contract, 
the Board of Inspectors shall withhold their certificates for the 
quarterly payment of Such work, until they are satisfied the cog- 
tractor has faithfully complied with his contract im: all respects.” 

Now, after a careful reading of this law, taking into considera- 
tion the oath and duties of the Inspectors—that they- were direct- 
ed to examine the work, and give the contractors certificates to 
entitle him to his quarterly payments, if he had progressed -far 
enough with his work to entitle him to them—-that they were also 
directed, if the contractor had not complied, and was not comply- 
ing, with his contract, **to withhold their certificates for the quar- 
terly payments of such work, until they are satisfied that the con- 
tractor has faithfully complied with his contract in all respects?— 
it does seem, that payment made to the contractor on accounts 
certified, as required by law, would not be recoverable from his se- 
‘curities, if it turned out that he had not complied with his contract, 
or that the Inspectors had beeu remiss in giving him certificates to 
which he was not entitled; for ii was certainly intended that a 
quarterly certificate of the Inspectors should: be an acceptance, by 
the State, of so much of the wó?k done under his contract; and an. 
acknowledgement that the contractor had complied with his con»: 
tract to that extent; and if it affected the securities at all, it would” 
certainly be a release to to them to the extent of such aeceptance 
and acknowledgement. 

To secure the interests of the State, it may be proper to bring 
suit against Mr. Allis and his securities, on aecount of losses sus- 
tained by his abandoning his contract. "This cannot well be done, 
however, until it shall be ascertained how much the State has lost 
on that account. 
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: In connection with the office of Penitentiary Inspector, the Au. 

ditor would respectfully suggest the propriety of a change of the 
law prescribing his duties in that respect. . The interests of the 
State; would be better served,in his opinion, bv requiring the du- 
ties of Penitentiary Inspector to be performed by. one instead. of 
three State officers. What the law makes the duty one man, he 
alone is responsible for, and he, knowing and feeling his responsi- 
bility, will be the more apt to give his attention to its performance, 
but experience has shown that where there are a number of agents 
selected to. execute one duty, men are too apt to consider that the 
responsibility is divided by at least as great a number as there are 
agents; and, as a consequence, the amount and character of duty 
perfermed by one agent, are likely to be in proportion to his share 
of this divided responsibility. 

Advantage might, and doubtless would, accrue to the State, in the 
adoption of this system, by the energy with which the work wou'd 
be piosecuted under the direction a single individual, as compared 
with delays, and even failures, which might be broughtabout by each 
Inspector having, and insisting on, a favorite plan of his own, 

1f, in conformity with these suggestions, the Legislature should 
deem it proper to change this law, either of the officers whose duty 
it is now to act as Penitentiary Inspectors would doubtless cheer- 
fully perform any duties thelaw might require of him in that relation, 

It has been ascertained thatno responsible contractor will under- 
take to do the work required to be done by law,in building the 
Penitentiary, for the amount the law now authorizes to be expend- 
ed for that purpose. The Auditor has, therefore, estimated the 
cost of the Penitentiary, for the next two years, at $20,000.. If 
the system be continued, it is estimated that the work required to 
be done, cannot be done for a less sum. . 

Section 17, of the act approved 10th January, 1851, (pamphlet 
Acts, puge 113), makes it “ the duty of the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, forthwith, to provide and open a complete set of books in 
his office, in respect to the Seminary and 500,000 acre grant, separ» 
ately, and to exhibit therein, the exact condition of each and every 
tract of said lands, and of the bonds and notes given therefor, and 
of the funds arising therefrom; and it shall be the duty of the Trea- 
surer, Land Attorney, and Land Agent, to furnish the Auditor 
with any and all information, on request, necessary to enable the 
said Auditor to make complete the proper entries in said books." 

In accordance with the provisions of this section, the Auditor : 
has procured and opened the necessary books, in his office, in re- 
gard to each of these Funds. 

Ih respect to the Internal Improvement grant of 500,000 acres

By receipts of the Treasurer, it appears that-the Land Agent 
paid of this amount, into-the Treasury, the sum of $5,649 38: 

The balance of the credits claimed by the Land Agent, are for 
his salary; and for plats and -contingent expenses-of his office, &c. 
These amount to the sum of $2,960 23. There is no law, known 
to the Auditor, which authorizes the Land Agent to settle his.ac- 
counts by retaining this amount in his hands. And there is a law 
requiring these accounts to be settled in another manner. In re- 
gard to this transaction, the Auditor would suggest. to the Legisla- 
ture, the propriety of. the appointment of a committee, whose duty 
it should be to make full investigation of the facts. of the case, and, 
if they find all the credits claimed by the Land Agent to be proper, 
to report a bill for his relief, allowing them to him. -The Auditor 
knows of no other way of properly adjusting this account. ` 

The propriety isxespectfully'suggested to the, Legislature of abol- 
ishing the offices of both the Land Agent.and the Land Attorney, 
and making them, what they. should at first have been made, a part 
of the Auditor's and Treasurer's offices. The labor pertaining to 
these offices can be done by the Auditor and Treasurer: without 
any additional cóst to the State, and without any increase of labor 
on their part. The law requiring the Auditor to take an account 
-of said lands, makes it, already necessary, for him to do all the 
labor necesarily attendent on the State Land Office, 7 made a part 
of the Auditor” s office. 
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The necessity of the Land Attorney's office can be oviated, and, 
at'the same time, the interests of the State advanced, by requiring 
persons, on making application for the purchase of any State lands, 
to pay at least twenty per cent. of the purchase-money in advance, 
giving their bonds to the State for the balance of the purchase-mo- 
ney, in four or five annual installments, and providing that the land, 
and all the payments, should revert to the State, on a failure of the 
purchaser to pay into the Treasury, any two consecutive install- 
ments on his bonds, when they become due. l i 

By the adoption of this suggestion, the Internal Improvement 
and Seminary Funds will save the amount of the salary now paid 
to the State Land Agent, the commissioners of the Land Attorney, 
and the costs attending law suits, which frequently have to be paid 
by the State; whilst the mode of. disposing of the lands will be 
simplified, and the State always secured the purchase-money with- 
out expense or trouble to her officers. The salaries and -costs 
mentioned above, amounted in the last two years, to more than 
$2,900. . The Auditor can see no-reason for continuing those offi- 
ces, unless it be the policy of the State to create offices and pay sal- 
aries for officers where there is no use for their services. 

The policy of restricting purchasers to 640 acres of the 500,000 
acre lands, is not good. It is evaded continually by speculators, 
who make application in the name of other persons, and, after the 
landis taken up, procure an assignment of the certificates of pur- 
chase, and then substitute their own notes fur the orignal notes giv- 
en for the land. In this way, large amounts of land have been ta- 
ken up, solely for speculation, by some persons who are not resi- 
dents of the State, and by others who are residents, or sojourners 
here, but who are entirely insolvent and irresponsible. If these 
speculators succeed in selling their certificates of purchase fora 
small advance, they will assign them again to another purchaser; 
but if they fail to seil, they make no payments, and the land, after 
all the notes become due, reverts again to the State; when it may 
be again taken up by a speculator and forfeited in the course of 
time, in the same manner. By repealing the law limiting the quan- 
tity of this land to be purchased by one person, the necessity of 
making assignments of certificates and the substitution of notes, 
would be avoided. By requiring purchasers to make a payment, 
in advance, of twenty per cent., and securing the balance as sug- 
gested above, speculators will give way to bona fide purehasers, and 
thus lands will be bought, and paid for, and more speedily settled, 
and cultivated. 

When two or more persons apply for the'same piece of 500,000 
or Seminary lands, or lands forfeited to the State for non-payment 
of taxes, and are anxious to purchase the same, it would be well to 
give the officer whose duty it is to dispose of such lands, authori- 
ty to offer the land, so sought for at public auction, to the highest 
bidder, in a summary manner.

The State is not now. prepared to meet either the principal or 
the. interest on. these bonds; but, from an intimate acquaintance 
with the citizens, and some knowledge of the resources of the State, 
the Auditor hazards nothing in saying that both the principal and 
interest of these bonds will be eventually paid.. 

The State of Arkansas is rich in resources, but; at present, poor 
in available means. Her resources, like. the wealth of a vast mine, 
hidden deep in the bowels of the earth, will require labor to develop 
them.. To develop these resources, pay the indebtedness of the 
State, and place us in a position to be a happy and prosperous pev- 
ple, is a subject of as great magnitude as can be brought before an ' 
enlightened and patriotic Legislature. P ; 

One great means, in the opinion of the Auditor, of developing the 
resources of the State, will be by legislative action, to foster Inter- 
nal Improvements. The policy of the Congress-of the United 
States in granting lands to other States for the purpose.of building 
Railroads, and other works of Internal Improvement, will doubt- 
less. be extended to Arkansas. Laws’should be passed to induce 
capitalists so come among us and invest their capital in works of 
Internal Improvement. {t would also be highly conducive to the 
success of the cause of Internal Improvement, -to enact laws, or 
incorporate features in the charters to be granted for Railroads, by 
which our citizens would be enabled to pay off their shares of stock 
in labor or material for the road. A "- 

_Ifalaw can not be passed taxing the lands and other property 
in the State for the purpose of Internal Improvements, it. would 
be highly expedient to enact a law whereby the citizens of the dif- 
ferent counties would be enabled to tax themselves for the purpose 
of carrying on any- work of Internal Improvement in which they 
think proper to engage. This tax could only be levied by the peo-. 
ple themselves, and would, in no way, be detrimental to, or inter- ` 
fere with the interests of those counties which. might not deem it 
proper or expedient to tax themselves. It is known that every 
year, if not every day in the year, we hear it said that Arkansas is 
taxed higher than any State in the Union. "This is not so. And 
when such an argument is used against Internal Improvements; it is 
generally used by a demagogue, whois either too ignorant or too dis- 
honest to be relied on. The State of Ohio pays a larger tax, for 
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Internal Improvements alone, than is paid by the State of Arkan« 
sas for all State purposes. Independentgpf her Internal improves 
ment tax, that State has a tax, as we have, for the support of her 
State government, as well as taxes for other purposes. Many’ 
other States, as may be seen by the reports of. their Auditors, are 
taxed higher than Arkansas. ie Fee ME 

The investment of capital in the State would be promoted by 
granting charters, or, perhaps, best by enacting a general Jaw,- 
authorizing the establishment of Insurance Offices. Immense sums 
of money are paid by our citizens, each year, to the Insurers of 
other States; and, for lack of information, they arefrequently large- 
ly losers by insuring at insolvent or unsafe offices. By having In- 
surance offices at home, persons wishing to make a profitable. in- 
vestment of: capital, would have an opportunity of doing so, and, 
in many instances, losses to our citizens, would be avoided; - 

The policy of connecting State governments with Banks is ex- 
ploded, but it is thought that the subject of free, or individual bank- 
ing as'a separate branch of business, would be eminently worthy 
the consideration of the Legislature. In the language of an emi-. 
nent financier: ** Banks have lost the power, under the inerease of 
private capital, and the immense accumulation of the precious me- 
tals, to raise and depress prices, by the capacity of expansion and 
contraction. "The days of Banks are over, as associated compa- 
nies; they will exist as private establishments, and the change will be 
of incalculable advantage to the public.” Banking, as a monopoly, 
and where it is confined by law to a privileged few, is obnoxious to 
objections, and repugnant to the genius-and the spirit of the age in 
which we live. But no reason can be shown why a citizen should 
be restrained by law, from banking as a business, any more thar 
that laws should be passed to restrict the business of selling mer- 
chandise, or raising corn or cotton. 

Having made, according to the requirements of the law, a full 
and detailed statement of the workings of the Treasury, for the 
two years ending 30th September, 1852; and suggested to. the 
Legislature such “plans” as he has thought “expedient for the sup- 
‘port of the public credit, for lessening the public expenses, for 
using the public money to. the best. advantage, and for promoting: 
economy in. the public offices, and generally, for the better man- . 
agement and more perfect understanding of the fiscal affairs of the 
State;" the Auditor respectfully submits his report to the General 
Assembly, and appeals their enlightened judgment in behalf of the 
suggestions and recommendations he has made.

It will be perceived, by the committee upon the Aüditor's and 
reasurer’s books, that I have bestowed much labor on the. books 
and accounts of this office; but duty compels me to add, that therë

be matured, of rendering the two offices of yuditer and Treasurer 
checks on each other, either for errors or omission, ör commission.. 
To illustrate this suggestion, I cite but one of many instances 
which exist, viz: that from neglect to arrange a proper list of all

. It has heretofore been the system (or I should rather practice) to 
keep the accounts of the Treasury in some ten or twelve detached 
books, without any general cash book, journal or ledger, wherein 
the whole might be condensed and balanced, and whereby no se- 
rious inconvenience would result from the loss of any one of the 
many links now composing the chain of accounts. 

The present Treasurer has opened a cash book, embracing all re- 
ceipts and payments of Specie, Treasury Warrants [and Counily 
Scrip, since his election to office, and made all entries therein, with 
a view. of carrying out the consolidation system, suggested above, 
should the system be approved; but so far from being enabled to 
mature the whole witout clericalaid,he has been obliged to expend 
a small sum of money out of his private means, for assistance in 
what has.already been done, trusting that the Legislature would 
make appropriation for the expenditure, should the examining 
committee report such work to have been judicious or necessary. 

. It being the special duty of the Auditor to make every exhibit 
sand suggestion necessary to form a correct estimate of the amount 
of revenue required to meet any deficiency. now existing in the 
Treasury, and to defray the expenses of’ the State government for 
the next two years, it might be deemed presumptous, or at least 
superfluous, for me to add any views of my own in in regard to 
the finaneial policy of the State.

The alleged ground for this course on the part of Mr Allis, wil] 
be found in the accompanying communication, addressed to the 
Inspectors, and which is made a part of this Report." You will 
perceive that the-eentractor has abandoned the work, for the rea- 
son that the State has refused to make him the payment.to which 
he ‘considers himself entitled. l ptm 

The undersigned, two of the Inspectors, upon a full view of all 
the circumstances and difficulties of the case, were in favor of make 
jng the payment. AE. 

The considerations by which thev were governed are set forth 
in the following certificate, and requisition for the payment: 

“To Capt. C. C. Daxrzv, Auditor 
j of Lhe State of Arkansas: 

Sır; We recommend that a quarterly payment of $1,500, say 
fifteen hundred dollars, be made to Horace B. Allis, Contractor 
for the Penitentiary, and hereby authorize the Auditor to draw a 
warrant on the Treasury for that amount, in favor of Mr Allis.

No report has beeu heretofore! inade to your Recelionce. by the. 
undersigned, because he did not think the contractor had. made 
sufficient progr ess toward the completion of his contract to require? 
hiin,in his otlicial capacity, to report to- vou the character of tlie: 
work doae by. the coutraetor, as almost the whole work done by: 
him, if not-all, consists of repairs to the old building, &c., and doés’ 
not make that kind of “progress” which the ündersigned, i in his 
official capacity as Inspector, would -think necessary m “report.” 

Horace B. Alliz,the contractor, took charge of the Penitentiary. 
and cénvicts, under his contract,-on the Tih day of April, 1851, 

"From. that fime. forward the undersigned ‘has endeavored taith- 
fully to discharge his duty as Penitentiary Inspector, in obedience. 
to the law, and his oath of office, by visiting the Penitentiary, and 
examining into the condition of tlie convicts, &c., more than once ` 
in two weeks, except one interval of a little more than two 2 
last winter, when he was so Andisposed as to be presented Hom. 
making liis regular visits. — : 

At the expiration of the first three cadis after Mr Allis had 
taken the Penitentiary contract, he demanded from the Inspectors 
a quarter's salary of $1,500 00. This the Board declined to certi-. 
fy, if my memory does not serve me amiss, unanimously. The 
reason of the Inspectors declining and refusing to grant the con- 
tractor a certificate at that time, - was that he had not made suffi- 
cient progress with the work he had, by his contract, agreed to. 
perform on the Penitentiary, to entitle him, under the law,.to-re-. 
ceive a quarter's salary of $1,500 00 from the State. 

On the 3d day of October, 1851, the contractor having, in the 
judgment of the Inspectors, made sufficient prog: ess with the work 
he had stipulated to do ir his.contract with the | State, one quarters 
pay of $1,500 00 was certified, and paid to him by the State. 

On the 4th day of December, ES51, the contractor called on the 
Inspectors tu certify for him another quarters salary, for his sec- 
oud quarter. The undersigned, as one of the [nspectors,. declined 
eertitying this account, because he believed that sufficient progress- 
had not been made with the work, and that the contractor was not 
complying with his contract. Strong representations, however, 
were made by the contractor as to. prepurations. he had made to 
carry on the work, and the necessity of the Board of Inspectors 
considering those preparations in the light of progress, with the 
work and within the purview of his contract and the act under 
which it was made, and entitling him.to receive a payment for that 
quarter, say $,I5C0 00. 

The undersigned couid not conscientiously sign a paper which. 
cer tified that the contractor had done work, and made sufficient: 
progress towards the completion of his contract, to entitle-him: to. 
receive $1,500 U0 from. the Treasury, when he did not think the 
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work had been done; but as the matter had been: strongly urged ow 
him as one wherein the interests of the State mide it ecpodient to 
mike a paymant to tus coatractor, aad out of respect to the opin- 
ions of those who urged this paymeat, the andersigaed, thouza he 
could not as Inspector cartify this acczouat, decided that, as Audi- 
tor, he would admit, and issue a warrant in payment of the second 
quarter's salary, if a majority of the Inspectors would certify that 
the contractor had made sufficient progress with the work to enti- 
tle him to said pavment. "The majority of the Inspectors did make 
this certificate, and a warrant was drawn for $1,500. 00. 

In two letters, dated the 8th and 10th of April, 1852, the con- 
tractor notified the Secretary of State, Treasurer, and, Auditor, 
that, unless he was paid two quarters’ salary, ($3,000 00), by the 
15th of that month, he would give up the keys of the Penitentiary, 
and abandon his contract. ^ —— E 

On the 13th of April, the Board met, and unanimously refused 
to certify the account of the contractor for the $3,000 09. At that 
meeting. the Secretary of State and the Treasurer expressed a 
willingness to pay him $1,500 00. ; 

When the contractor ascertained this fact, he proposed to con- 
tinue in his office, on condition of being paid /hen $1,500 00, and 
receiving an assurance that the future instailments should be made . 
promptly.. — M 
The undersigned then addressed the Inspectors a note, of which

This note was delivered in the forenoon of the L4th, and I was 
immediately informed by Mr Crease, that they (the Inspectors) | 
would meet me and go to the Penitentiary, at 3 P. M. of that day. 
. It was understood that the undersigned should gét a stone-cutter 
and a mason, and that Mr. Crease should get a carpenter, in order 
that we might ascertain the value of both the masonry and the car- . 
penters’ work done at the Penitentiary. 
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_At3 P. M., the undersigned repaired to the Penitentiary, acs 
companied by Mr. Clarke, a stone-cutter and mason, and there met 
Mr. Crease, who had failed to get a carpenter: Mr, Greer,, the 
other Inspector, did not meet us at the Penitentiary on that. dày. 
An estimate was made by me, with the assistance of Mr. Clarke; 
of all the stone-cutting, stone work; brick work, and masonry of 
all kinds, which had been done on or about the Penitentiary, by 
Mr. Allis, since he had taken the contract. 
By the most liberal estimates, the stone and brick 
^». work amounted to - - - - $800 06 
The carpenters’ work, including roof aud all work . 
done, did not exceed the ,repairs, roof, &c., put : 
on the Penitentiary by Mr. Hammack, the for- 
mer keeper, for which the Legislature paid him 
$1,013 24. I therefore estimated the roof and . .  ,. 
carpenters’ workat — - + - = - -$1,200 00 


Making the whole amount of work done by Mr. Allis, $2,000 00 

According to this estimate, the contractor had already been 
overpaid $1,000 00. PED 

. During this investigation, the undersigned discovered that the 

contractor had not only made no progress with the work since the’ 
payment made him on the 4th Dec., 1851, but that, since that time; 
he had actually removed some of the materials for which he was 
then paid, and, as the undersigned has been informed and believes; 
had converted them to his own use. These materials were joists 
put up in the Penitentiary house by the said contractor and after- 
wards removed by him, as the undersigned was informed, by Mr: 
Nutter, the contractor’s assistant. Up to the present time, these 
materials have not been replaced. - 

Without taking into consideration the foregoing estimate; made 
by the undersigned, Messrs. Crease and Greer, as a majority of the 
Board, recommended that the Auditor issue a warrant to the con- 
tractor for $1,500. In this recommendation, or certificate, they 
did not say that Mr. Allis had complied, or was complying, with 
the law and his contract; nor did they certify that, on account óf 
preparation made, or in any other manner, he had made sufficient 
progress with the work to entitle him to a warrant on the Trea- 
sury for $1,500; but in their recommendation, they said: “we do 
not believe that Mr. Allis has dune work on the Penitentiary that 
would entitle him to the payment.” E 

It has already been shown, that Mr. Allis had, before the last 
account was presented, been overpaid by the State, at least $1,000, 
and so far from making any progress with the work after the date 
of this overpayment, he had actually removed from the building a 
part of the work which had been received by the State and con- 
vérted it to his own private use. 


This 81,500, in addition to the sum of $1,000, would make an 
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overpayment of $2,500, at a time when Mr. Allis was not eomply- 
ing, and the undersigned had every reason to believe would not 
comply with the terms of his contract. x TE 

When Mr. Allis presented his account, as certified by Messrs. 
Greer and Crease, the undersigned, declining to audit and allow it, 
endorsed it as follows:

The above account for $1,500 was presented to me as Auditor 
this day. Ihave not audited and allowed it, because I do not think 
said Allis has complied with his contract with the State, as Peni- 
tiary eontractor. And, further, even if J were satisfied he had 
complied and was complying with his contract with the State, I 
object to the form of the certificate furnished by Messrs. D. B. 
‘Greer and J. H. Crease, the other Inspectors, as 1 do not think that 
certificate in which they say: “We do not believe Mr. Allis has 
done work en the Penitentiary that would entitle him to this pay- 
ment,” would authorize me to grant a warrant in favor of Mr. Al- 
lis, payable out of the appropriation made “to provide for building 
-a safe and durable wall around the Penitentiary, work-shops, keep- 
er’s-house,” &c. aan

Bx law,.it is made the duty of the Inspectors to visit the Peni- 
tentiary as often as once in two weeks, and examine the work as 
it pregresses, to see that it is done in accordance with the contract; 
and to withhold their certificate for the quarterly payments of such 
work,.if the centractor is not complying with its terms. ' It 1s also 
made the duty of the Auditor, even after such accounts have been 
certified by the Board, 1o-satisfy himself that such payments will 
be in accordance with the law and the contract, before he can 
draw his warrant on the Treasurer. "NN 

The undersigned being satisfied that the contractor had not eom- 
plied with the law or the contract, and the other members of the 
Board ef Inspectors having refused to certify, in the usual form, 
the contractor's accounts, and substituted theretor a statement that 
“she had. not done work to entitle him to this payment,” it seemed 
clear to the undersigned that no other course was left for him to 
pursue, than that which he adopted. 

Not only. did the contraetor make no progress towards the com- 
pletion of his contract, during the latter part of the time which he 
held the same, but, during. that period, he did not exercise proper 
authority and discipline among the convicts,.or attend properly to: 
their cleanliness and health. i 

The undersigned has learned of instances of escapes of convicts 
which could have resulted only from a culpable carelessness and 
neglect of duty. These escapes were in no instance reported by 
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the keeper to the undersigned, as one of the Inspectors, nor, with- 
in his knowledge, to any other member of the Boavd. ° . 

The undersigned, regarding Mr. Allis as not being either . pecu- 
niarily or mentally qualified to complete tlie contract with. the 
State, for building the Penitentiary, can look on his resignation iu 
no other light than a happy riddance to the State and its officers, 
ofa man wholly incompetent to take. charge of the responsible 
office of keeper of the Penitentiary. — | o , 
. The undersigned, as the minority of the Board of Penitentiary 
. Inspectors, has, in obedience to his duty under the law, made. the 
foregoing report of his official actions as Inspector of the Peniten- 
tiary, to your Excellency, and respectfully submits the same. |

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To His Excellency, | 

Jonn SELDEN Roane, 
Governor of Arkansas: o 

Sır— Although not required by law, I beg leave to submit the 
following statement of the circumstances and condition of the 
Penitentiary, during the time it has been in my charge: | 
On the 24th of April last, when Mr Allis relinquished his con- 
tract for keeping and re-building the Penitentiary, I took charge of 
it, by.authority and direction of your Exeellency, and upon terms 
agreed upon with you. Those terms were: that I should, with the 
aid of four assistant keepers or guards, to be paid by the State, keep 
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and superintend the prison; and, at my own expense, furnish food, 
clothing, medicines ànd medical attendance, for all the convicts 
that were then, or might be, thereafter, delivered to me; my com- 
pensation, for these services, and the expenses thus incurred, to 
be the payment, from the State, of thirty-five cents a day, for each 
convict, while képt by me. " 

When I entered upon the duties thus incurred, I found the Peni- 
tentiary, generally, in a bad condition; the main building being in- 
secure, in several respects, as a prison; unprovided with the means 
of employing the convicts ‘at labor; and, throughout, filthy, offen- 
sive, uncomfortable, and unfavorable to health, I had, necessarily, 
therefore, at considerable expense and labor, to change its condi- 
tion in all these respects; by furnishing proper fastenings for the 
doors and cells; cleansing and white-washing it, thoroughly, in 
every part; and supplying tools, fixtures and machinery—the only 
articles of this kind found by me, in the whole establishment, being 
one anvil, one bellows, and one sampson vice. The enclosure, or 
wall around the yard, being of wood, of a rather light and perisha- 
ble character, and constructed some — years ago, was found to 
be decayed, and kept from falling down, in many parts, by tempo- 
yary props on the outside. This had, necessarily, to be repaired; 
and, at my own cost, has beén no small item of expense. 

There were, when | took charge, thirty-eight convicts’ in cons 
finement. They were very scantily and poorly supplied with clo- 
thing; none of them having more than one suit, and that was, in 
most cases, old, ragged and filthy. Their condition, generally was 
uncomfortable, and'many of them were in bad health. I, at once, 
furnished, at my own expense, new and suitable clothing for them 
all; and, subsequently, by regular changes, the free and frequent 
use of the bath, and liberal and wholesome diet, they have been 
kept eleanly, theircomfort has be8n increased, and their health im, 
proved. - 

" As the terms of my contract, for keeping and supporting the 
convicts, did not provide for their employment, it became a mat- 
ter of discretion with myself, as to how they should be disposed of, 
in that respect. Apart from all consideration of my own pecuni- 
ary interest, it was, obviously, necessary for their health, comfort 
and safe-keeping, that they should be actively and regularly em- 
ployed. All experiments .at solitary confinement, or confinement 
without labor, as a discipline in public prisons, have proved, it is 
believed, alike unproductive of any good result, and positively in- 
jurious to the moral character, and physical condition'of the priso- 
ner. ln this case, owing to the notorious waat of strength in the 
present walls and enclosures of the Penitentiary building, I am 
sure it would be impracticable, with any reasonable number of 
guards, or by any means which humanity would sanction, to en- 
force solitary confinement, or confinement without labor, upon the 
convicts which have been, and are now under my charge. With- 
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out employment to occupy the mind and exercise the ‘body, the 
natural irritability of the best of men, would make them impatient, 
restless, and hard to restrain or control, within the narrow and 
cheerless limits of a prison cell or yard. With such men as the 
large majority of Penitentiary convicts are known to be—unprin- 
cipled, untaught, addicted, through life, to the free indulgence of 
violent passions, and criminal habits, and grown desperate under 
disgrace, punishment, and confinement.—such restraint and control 
would be impossible. My own experience, within the last few 
'months, has furnished several instances to exemplify the truth of 
this. Men who, in close confinement and without employment, 
were intractable, and rebellious, to a degree that rendered the cus- 
tody of them difficult and dangerous, have become more quiet and 
docile in their temper and deportment, and much easier managed 
upon being removed from their cells, released from their chains, and 
furnished with regular employment. And as some evidence of the 
success of the system, in my hands, I am happy to be able to say 
that, out of the whole number of convicts now in my charge, there 
is but one whom it is deemed necessary or proper to confine close- 
ly, or put in irons; and he is of that desperate gang who escaped 
some months ago, two of whom were killed in the attempt to take 
them, and he has, since been taken, and restored to his cell. From 
his known desperate and reckless character, he is regarded as an 
exception to the rule, and it is deemed unsafe, for the present at 
least, to let him mingle with the other and more managable men. 
From considerations like these, and as a means of remuneration 
for the time, money, labor, and attention bestowed upon them, and 
to which the cash payment I receive from the State, is, of course, 
inadequate, I have adopted and arranged a system of labor for the 
convicts. This system, adapted, as near as practicable, to their se- 
veral capacities and inclinations, has, so far, been very favorable 
in its influence upon them, by improving their health, promoting 
their comfort, and diffusing among them a spiritof resignation and 
contentment; while, without, as vet, paying me any appreciable pro- 
fit upon the investment it required, it has saved me from actual 
pecuniary loss. "That I should, as yet, have received no pecuniary 
profit from this source, will be readily understood, by recurrence 
to the. facts already mentioned, that, when I took charge of the 
establishment, only six months ago, it was unfurnished with tools, 
fixtures, or machinery, without which no work cold be done, and 
which had to be procured at my own expense; and that a conside- 
rable expenditure of money and labor was indispensable in clean- 
sing, and white-washing every part-of an establishment so exten- 
sive, and in repairing many portions of the main building and en- 
closure. in. addition, and as a separate item, another unavoidable 
and heavy expenditure has resulted from the inadequate number of 
assistant keepers, or guards, allowed by the present law, under 
which my contract was made. As I have stated, that number is 
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four. Owing to the want of strengih in the building and enclos- 
ure, Í have found that sevén were indispensable. I have, therefore, 
employed that number; paying the three additional ones at my 
own expense; but trusting that, as it has been found necessary for 
the publie service, and not my interest, the State would deem it 
but simple justice to pay me this additional expenditure of money, 
which was unexpected, and not estimated for, when my contract 
was entered into; and which, without such re-payment, would bea 
clear loss to me. 

While the Penitentiary has been in my charge, none of the con- 
victs. have died, and none have escaped. During the same time, 
nineteen have been received, froni various counties in the State; 
the terms of two have expired, and they have been set at liberty; 
two have been discharged by the decision of the courts; and five 
:have been pardoned out. So that, with these additions and deduc: 
tions, the original number, thirty-eight, delivered to me, in April 
last, has been increased to forty-eight, the number now on hand. 
This statement, together with the initials of the names of the con- 
victs, their ages, pursuits in life, crimes for which they were con- 
.victed, their terms of imprisonment, &c., in detail, will be found 
in the accompanying list and table, marked respectively, A. and B. 

The policy of the Peitentiary system, whether it shall be con- 
tinued, or abandoned, in Arkansas, or upon what general plan it 
shall be conducted, if continued, are questions whose decision be- 
longs exclusively to your Excellency and the General Assembly. 
While, therefore, I would not presume to discuss anv of these ques- 
tions, it will not, I trust, be out of place for me to call your atten- 
tion to one or two minor points, the practical, and somewhat ur- 
gent importance of which, my recent experience suggests, and my 
present position prompts me to mention. 

I have spoken of the insecurity of the present buildings—espe- 
cially of the enclosure around the yard. Two years ago, the legis- 
lature, aware of its condition, in this respect, and highly estimat- 
ing the necessity of making it secure, appropriated a very large 
sum of money for that purpose. But, owing to causes, of which it 
is not for me to speak, although contracts were made for the whole 
work, and a part of the appropriation has been expended, no part 
of the work has been done—that is, none which in any degree, 
makes any portion of the enclosure more secure than it was before. 
Indeed, the same old structure of wood, daily decaying, is still 
there, but would, in many places have fallen down, but for the 
tempory props and repairs to which I have had resort, during the 
last six months, as the best substitute I could devise for that real 
security which, the public interest requires, but it was not in my 
power to furnish. Even these expedients, however, will no longer 
serve this temporary purpose; for the material of the old enclosure 
is, now too much decayed to be kept up by props or repairs. If 
any i eu be maintained at all, it can only, be by. building a 
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new wall, either of wood, or seme more durable material; and this, 
to answer any useful purpose, must be doné without delay. The 
precise cost‘of such a work, I have not estimated; but oné of wood, 
sufficient for all useful purposes, for the next ten years, may in my 
opinion, be constricted at no great cost to the State. And such a 
structure need not interfere, at all, with any plan of building, or 
enclosure, which within that time, the State, with increased means 
at her disposal, may think proper to adopt. 

Of my own connection with the Penitentiary „I have only this 
to say: While I am not solicitous tó continue in the employment of 
the State, in mv present position, either on the terms of my present _ 
contraet, or any others which suggest themselves to mý mind; for no’ 
other employment, for such compensation as the State can afford to 
allow, could require such and so much attention, or repose so much 
responsibility; I would not decline the service if tendered to me on 
fair terms. Such termsI would consider those of my present contract, 
provided it were extended to a period of five’ years; and, in addi- 
tion, I would undertake, without further Cost to the State, to con- 
struct such an enclosure, of wood, as I have suggested above, which 
should last ten years, and, during that time afford the required se- 
curity for keeping the convicts. Such a contract for a shorter pe- 
riod than five years, would not be compensating to any man who 
possesses the means and qualifications which its faithful perform- 
ance would require. 

The Penitentiary; , as in my charge by authority and direction of 
your Excellency, iš at all times, open Tor inspection, to the proper 
authorities, and ready to be delivered up, whenever. another per-

-x That, on the 6th March, 1851, they convened at Helena, and:es- 
tablished there the office of the Board; appointed a Secretary, 
whose salary they fixed at: $1,200 per annum; and, for the purpose 
of more efficient operation in the labors assigned them, distrieted 

'the-State into three districts, assigning to each Commissioner. the 

‘immediate duties of his respective division; such as the appointment

ment of levees, and the letting out of contracts; all of which was 
subject to the approval of the “Board, in session. 

That, in this division, the counties of Mississippi, Crittenden, 
Poinsett, Madison, Washington, Benton, Indevendence, Izard, 
Green, Fulton, Searcy, Marion, Randolph, Carroll, Newton, Jack- 
son and Lawrence, were assigned to John W. Buckier. 

And the counties of Phillips, Bradley, Desha, Dallas, Union, 
Ouachita, Calhoun, Lafayettee, Cchicot, Hempstead, Clark, Ashley, 
Pike, Polk, Sevier, Montgomery, Die Monroe, and St. Francis, 
were assigned to Cincinhatus Trousdale. . ; 
` "And the counties of Arkansas, Desha (south: of Atkatsas ihren. 
Crawford, Jefferson, Sebastian, Van Buren, Conway, Pulaski, Per- 
ry,, Pope, Hot Spri ing . Saline, Johnson, White, Yell, Franklin, 
Scott and Prairie, were ‘assigned to Creed Taylor. 

That they proceeded respectively to appoint, in each county, 
Locating Agents, who were instructed to examine and report all 
the swamp and overflowed lands within their county: that.the let- 
ter of instruction to Locating Agents, was based upon, and sub- 
stantially, the. instructions of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, J. Butterfield, of the 91st November, 1851. 

That the Locating Agents, thus appointed and acting under 
these instructions, made reports to this office, from nearly all the 
, counties in this State, of the swamp and overflowed lands within 
their respecfive counties, which reports were transcribed into the 
books of this office, and the original with copies, without delay, 
forwarded to your Excellency. 

These lists of swamp and P lands were returned to 
this office, by your Excellency, on account of objections thereto, 
by the Surveyor General; and the Commissioners were required to 
have the worl done over again, in conformity to the instructions 
which accompanied the return of the said reports. 

This step, on the part of the Surveyor General, has caused con- 
siderable delay, much extra work and expense; and embarrassed 
-the Operations of the Commissioners in the labors and duties "x 
ed. them. 

They have, however, caused these lands msy to be re e-réported 
in conformity with the instructions required by the Surveyor Ge- 
neral. : 

Statement “A” of this report, shows the amount of. swamp and 
overflowed lands, reported to-this: office, in each daa t and by 
whom reported. 

^ The first column shows the lands regularly reported, in confor- 
. mity: with the requirements of the Surveyor General. 

'The second column shows the amount of lands reported inn. 
ally; that is to say; those reports which have not as yet'been made 
to ‘confor m to the rules and instructions of the Surveyor. General. 
In some few counties, no swamp land has been reported by.Agents; 

‘and in Hempstead, Lafayette, Sevier, and a few others; we- have 
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net been able to have any reported... We also find, in- several of 
the. counties that have been reported, much land. omitted in the - 
lists, that~is known to be. swamp land. These omissions haye aris- 
en in, cansequence of the. Locating Agents not, being. able. to pros; 
cure maps, carefully marked, showing the, vacant jand, and there, 
will have to be supplemental reports to cọmplete these locations. 

his statement. approximates only the true amount of swamp 
land, as we have no maps.as yet showing the area,- and sections 
hordering upon township. lines and shores, are fractional, some- 
times much larger, and in other instances smaller, than the regu- 
lar section...  . : 

Statement “B.” shows the amount.of allowances niade by the. 
Board, and. on what account; the amount of levee work. in cubic 
yards; and the amount and character of other services. < 

.Before the. approval of levee work snd.allowanee therefor, the 
Board have,.in all instances, required it. to be examine by the. 
Civil Engineer, or a competent ‘Sub-commissioner,. to see that it. 
conformed to the Ordinances of the Board, and upon the measure-. 
ments and estimates thereof, as reported, they have approved and 

allowed the same. 
5, Allowances for Locating. Agents, and other incidental services, 
have been made upon the affidavit of the party claiming, except 
wheré the subject matter of the allowance came within the imme- 
diate knowledge of one of the Commissioners. 

At the close of statement **B.," on recapitulation E the 
amount expended in getting the swamp lands reported, is shown 
by a separate footing. . These expenses; when fully, known, the 
State will be. entitled to recover from the General Government, 
agcórding to the decision’ of the department at Washington. 

Statement, “Ç.” contains all ‘the Ordinances of a general nature. 
which the Board have adopted, to govern them in the discharge of | 
their duties. 

* Jt will be per ceived. by reference to E No. 1, giving a 
support of seven feet base for every foot in, height, to the levees, 
that the Commissioners were determined that their work should:be 
permanent, and they have, the satisfaction to report, that, in March, 
last, when the annual flood on the Mississippi river rose to its us- 
ual, height, against the green and unsettled levee, that, only.about 
fifty rods of levee, received on the whole line of work, g gave way. 

By Ordinance No. 2, the Commissioners have, in all; instances, 
let their contracts at public outcry, after twenty days’ notice, pub- 
lished. in, some newspaper of general circulation, to the lowest bid- 
der, not to exceed the mazimum there fixed, and, when not taken 
at public letting, afterwards they have been Jet privately. 

-The Commissioners report, that, for public convenience, they es- 
tablished an office at Osceola, Mississippi county, and’ one at Pine 
Bluff, Jefferson county, for the purpose of receiving applications 

for : swamp land, in payment for levee work, or for scrip which had 
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been issüed to. pay out levee work; and that since Jandary last, 
_ they have received applications at the office of the Board; and at. 
their Branch offices, for swamp land, and granted certificates lo: 
the applicants, when their application i is accompanied with scrip, 
or levee work that has been received and allowed according to the 
Ordinances of the Board. 

_These applications and certificates, in contemplation of the Com- 
missioners, are deemed good only for the present, and will be sub- 
ject to any alteration that may be necessary when the lists of 
swamp lands shall be confirmed by the proper department at 
Washington, and Patents therefor issued to the State;and the plats 
showing the correct area furnished to this office. Not until then 
can the Commissioners issue such certificates to applicants, as will 
authorize a deed from your Excellency for these lands.

are on file, showing, from their filing, the true date of each appli- 
cation; and tempor aty plats have been gotten up to prevent con- ` 
flict in applications; and most of the scrip that has been issued in 
payment for levee work, and incidental expenses, has been redeem- 
ed by applications for land. l 

- The Commissioners have issued, in payment for levee work and 
other expenses, salaries, &c., scrip tó the amount of $21,200. 

* Contractors, i in some instances, have taken applications for land 
direct in payment for their work. 

In the county of Mississippi, the line of levée is computed to be 
66 miles, the whole under contract; about 16 miles of levee have 
‘been completed, and a fair prospect of 30 miles or more this season. 

: In Crittenden county, the line of levee is computed to be 70 
iion all under.contract; 91 miles completed, mostly of deep over- 
flów; the balance of the eounty, it is confidently believed, will be 
completed this season. 

The county of Phillips, the line of levee is computed to be 65 
miles, nearly all under contract, and sixteen miles completed, and 
considerable in process of construction. 

' The county of Desha has a levee front on the Mississippi river of 
50 miles or more; some six miles is completed, and a portion of the 
balance under contract. 

Chicot county has a levee front of 60 miles, one-half of which is 
estimated to be’ completed; the most of the balance, if not all, is 
under contract —. 

On the Arkansas river, there will be required, as estimated, from 
Little Rock to the mouth: 200 miles of levee; 65- miles are under 
ċöntract, and 20 miles completed. 

There has been offered, in Lawrence and Randolph : counties, a 
main ditch or drain of running water, supposed to be 20 miles i in 
length.

The Sub-commissioner on the St. Francis, having failed to at- 
tend the meeting of the Board, aud filing iu the office the bonds of 
contractors, we are at a loss to know what has been done in those 
counties. © .— M 

In Jackson and Independence, our agents have failed to report 
the amount of ditching required, yet "hope and believe that con- 
tracts will be let in those counties this month. - E. 

The Commissioners suggest to your Excellency, that labor and 
expense may be saved the Staté, in the progress of this work, if 
the Commissioners were empowered, under the law, to make cu£- 
offs in the rivers, particularly in the Arkansas. The distance from: ' 
Little Rock to the mouth of the Arkansas river, may undoubtedly 
be shortened niany miles, the current of the river hastened, and the 
channel deepened by this process. — ^ ^-^ - 

Experience and observation of the Commissioners upon this 
point, induce them to recommend the extension of the law in this 
particular. | uM MM. 

' We suggest, also, the recommendation, to prohibit, by law, the 
erection of mill-dams upon bayous, and the out-let of lakes, which 
cause much of the surrounding country to be overflowed, and pre- 
vent tlie settlement of, and drive out, the population from-the low 
lands of many of our richest districts. 

We suggest that proper enactment upon this point, at this time, 
in connection with the general system of reclamation, would be 
proper, and prevent much future litigation between parties, and 
conduce to. the general good. 

We also recommend to your Excellency, the importance of per- 
severing, with steadiness and singleness of purpose, in the great 
object contemplated by the grant, to wit: the reclamation of the 
swamp and overflowed lands. 

In the opinion of the Commissioners, it is of the first importance 
tothe State, that the lands obtained under the grant, should be sa- 
credly devoted to the purpose of reclaiming that portion of the 
country in which they lie, from their swampy and overflowed con- 
dition. E 

We suggest, further, to your excellency, to recommend the pass- 
ing such laws or penal statutes, as shall protect the levees from be- 
ing cut or broken, by malicious persons; also, against the cutting of 
zimber on any of the swamp lands, whether they shall belong to the 


, Also, the ditching of Village Creek, in Lawrence and Randolph

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State, or may have. been purchased by i individuals, = The: value of 
much of ihe swamp land consists in its timber, and that class of 
persons known as raftsmen, who have habitually committed depr c- 
dation.upon public lands, are irresponsible in an action of trespass;. 
hence the necessity of some penal statute to preserve this work, 
and the interests of the community, arising therefrom. 

We suggest, also, that, from the success already attained in the. 
work of reclamation, by our partial line of levee, a confidence and 
zeal has been inspired in the work, that has induced capital to be 
invested from abroad, and contraéts soon to be taken to cover the 
whole amount of work. . 

Ako, that a system of substantial leveeing isin rapid progress on 
the opposite shore to our State, which will make it doubly, neces- 
sary that our line of levee be completed and permanent. | 

‘In view of this confidence, and the obligations of contr actors, we 
recommend the gener al law to remain substantially as it is. | : 

This; may it please your Excellency, is the result of our experi- 
ence, and we submit it respectfully for your consideration. 

In conclusion, if our progress has not been as great in these two 
years as had been anticipated by the conntry, we hope that it will 
be borne i in, mind that this was a new business and à new law, and 
a new system had to he for med, and confidence in its Success had 
to be created, and that, too, in the face of the most violent opposi- 
tion of the Surveyor General of the State of Arkansas, and many 
of the Government Land Officers, How they can reconcile it to. 
themselves, ior having opposed the interest of the State, we can- 
not conceive. But they have been sufficiently reproved for their 
conduct, by the Government, at Washington. It is not, therefore, 
our object to add another word more of complaint against them, 
but simply to offer that opposition as an excuse for. not having 
done any more.

Of this'amount there have been, it is supposed, "bonds cancelled 
‘or rendered uncollectable to the sam of twenty (20) thousand dol- 
"Jars, growing out of sales upon the De Bastrop grant, relief bills by 

the Legislature, or forfeitures declared by the Land Attorney. The 
exact amount cannot be stated, as it has frequently happened that 
under the act of "31st December, 1842, when the lands were sold 
, before confirmation at two dollars per acre, only a. portion of the 
- entry was confirmed,and it devolved upon the-Land Attorney and 
Collector to recover if possible the sum due for the confirmed land 
or permit the entire entry to be repudiated. 

Assuming this, however, to be the amount of the cancelled pur- 
chases, the aggregate stands thus—three hundred and ninety-eight 
thousand, eight hundred and seventy-seven acres of the Internal 
Improvement grant have been sold for the sum of five hundred and 
forty thousand five hundred and forty-six dollars. 

The monied transactions of this office were all prior to the Ist 
October, 1850, up to which time reports were made to the Gene- 
ral Assembly, when a subsequent law placed the responsibility in 
the Land Attorney of receiving payment upon bonds belonging to 
‘this fund. For information, however, I deem it proper to furnish 
a brief statement of the cash received by the Land Agent on- ac- 
count of the sales above mentioned, and upon bonds + prior to the 
time of their depository with the Treasurer or Land Attorney.

The above will serve to explain the action of this office in rela- 
tion to the grants entrusted to the Land Agent, and it may not be 
improper here to state that under a law of the last General Assem- 
bly, the books, papers, and documents of the office have been sub- 
mitted to the Auditor, and have undergone such scrutiny and in- 
vestigation as the law demanded. 

This office must still be to the State one of great importance. 
First, because of the latitude extended by law to purchasers of the 
Internal Improvement lands and the facilities offered to specula- 
tors by legalizing unlimited transfers of certificates of purchase, it 
is made almost certain that a forfeiture of one third of the sales al- 
ready accomplished will unavoidably occur: This will bring back 
to the amount unsold, as before stated of 101,000 acres, a. rever- 
sion to the fund of at least 130,000 acres, making 231, 000 acres of 
the grant which will yet remain to be sold. 

Next, because the necessity for the Surveyor General's office in 
this State, must very soon cease, and a statute now exists reqüir- 
ing that the Surveyor General shall turn over all the books, plats, 
papers, field notes, etc., of his office to the Land Agent, who shall 
receipt for the same, etc. Thelaw proceeds to define the fees and 
duties of the Land Agent under such circumstances, and introdu- 
ces proper guards for a trust of such vast importance to the State. 

Again.—The Saline lands, which have been trespassed upon to 
the great injury of the State, and have never yielded even the 
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,smallest. revenue, should be placed under proper-laws, at the dis- 
position of this office, for sale or lease, that they might invite set- 
tlers and produce revenue. l

The committee appointed on the part of House of Representa- 
tives on banks, and.to whom was referred so much of the'gover- 
nor's message as relates to that subject, have had the same urider 
consideration; and have instructed me to make the following re- 
port to your honorable body.. The committee met on the 16th 
Nov., 1852, and organized, and elected A. H. M’Kissick clerk, 
and then, through the aid of their said clerk, whose very useful ser- 
vices and experience as such has greatly facilitated your commit- 
‘tee in their labors, proceeded to examine into the condition of the 

State bank. — REA. os 
The result of their examination will be seen by reference to the 
accompanying statements and exhibits, which are respectfully sub- 
mitted, and asked to be received by your honorable body, as a part 
of their report. ‘This statement, together with the exhibits,-have 
been closely examined by the committee, as well as the several 
items therein contained, and compared with the books of the bank, 
where any doubt would arise in the minds of the eommittee as to 
their correctness; and they are believed by your committee to be 


. correct. Exhibits A. and B. are lists of judgments in favor of the. 


state bank, supposed to be insolvent and doubtful, turned over to 
Peter T. Crutchfield for collection, by the financial receiver, upon 
terms agreed upon between the said Crutchfield and the financial 
receiver, and which will be seen in the statement herewith sub- 
mitted. Exhibit C. contains a list, and the numbers of real estate 
bonds with their principal and interest, up to the time they. were 


received, and interest from the time they were received up to the’ 


Ist October, 1852. It will be seen‘ by reference to the report of 


the financial Receiver of the bank, made to the General Assembly _ 
at the present.session, that there are, of notes and judgments sup- 


posed to be good and solvent, and that will yet be collected, about 


$200,000. ‘The committee, during their investigations into the af-` 
fairs‘of Said bank, consulted together as to the propriety of the 
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Legislature turning over into the-hands of the state treasurer all 
of the books, assets, evidences of debt, &c., of. the bank, and that 
discretionary power be conferred. on him to wind up the same, 
with a due regard to the best interests of the state. But, upon re- 
flection and deliberation, the committee are of opinion, that such 
an act on the part of the legislature, would be, in effect, a merger 
of said bank into the state, and thereby destroy its separate cor- 
porate existence, and consequently result in the ‘loss to the bank, 
and thereby to the state, of whatever good debts, &c., still remain 
unpaid. Or, if such would not be the result, it would, at least, 
furnish new grounds of defence to the debtors, and thereby cause 
great delay in the collection of the debts. Such being the opinion 
of the committee, théy would beg leave to respeetfully suggest to 
the General Assembly the propriety of passing an act to extend 
the present law in relation to the liquidation and settlement of the 
bank, to a period of two years longer, in order that the amount of 
$200,000 of good notes and judgments, before mentioned as re- 
maining uncollected, may be secured to the state. 

"There is on hand in said bank, as will be seen by the report of 
the financial receiver, the sum of $2,609 75 of worthless shinplas- 
ters and Mississippi paper, all of which your committee have ex- 
amined.and counted, and find to be worthless, and recommend to 
be burned. The account current of the attorneys! for the bank 
have béen examined, and so far as appears from the books and ac- 
counts current themselves, are correct. The committee would 
here report that the collections made by the attorney at.the Bates- 
ville branch, as appears by his reports and the books of the bank, 
amount to the sum of $21,286 33, and in’ balancing his account, 
the attorney asks that the commissions due him for such collections 
as audited by the financial receiver, to wit: $1,249 71 be allowed 
him, as a credit on his account. And said attorney has also de- 
posited $1,064 86 in specie, with the financial receiver, which bal- 
ances his account. Bat as the said sum of $1,94 86 of collections 
made, is in Arkansas money, and not in specie, the attorney claims 
that the financial receiver of the bank, when the specie is invested 
in state bonds under the law, be allowed to place the difference of ` 
advantage tohim on account of the depreciation of Arkansas paper 
and state bonds, after the same is invested in bonds to his credit for 
the next current quarter, all of which your committee see no im- 
propriety in, and consequently recommend. Accompanying this 
matter is a letter from the said attorney to the committee, which" 
is marked exhibit (D.) | 

The committee on banks, appointed at the commencement of 
the session on the part of the Senate, having, from some cause or. 
other, declined to act (although specially invited) in conjunction 
with the committee on the part of the House, as communicated to 
your committee through its principal chairman, your committee 
. have made their examination into the affairs of the state bank 
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alone; and having: been e engaged in such examination, and 
also in the usual business of the House, and having been informed 
by the committee. on the part of the Senate, that they were ma- 
king examinations into the affairs of the real estate bank, through ` 
their clerk elected for that purpose, your. committee recommend 
that the report of that committee, on said real estate bank, be re-

Little Rock, 22d Dec., 1852. 
To COMMITTEE on Piven: 

Geatlemex:—Vhe amonats collected in ihe Batesville district 
from individual debtors, are, in almost every instance, very small. 
And such a thing as collecting in Arkansas bank papor, is utterly 
impossible; there being comparativel y none of it in circulation; and 
the State Bonds for the last two years, Could only be had in the 
city of New York: and that, not without delay, occasioned by the 
necessary agency of brokers, and in my district, no collections are 
made except on execution; dnd persons are never prepared at that 
time with bonds; and such is the excitement of the public, that if 1 
was to exact specie at rates bringing Arkansas money, bonds and 
bank notes to par, | have no idea whatever that I could live in it. 
I stated these facts to the Financial Receiver when | accepted my 
appointment. 

-I have never had the money of my own to buy bonds and sell 
them to debtors. I could only take specie at such rates as I thought 
would make me safe against tlie fluctuations in the price of bonds, 
It is apparent then, that at the time 1 reported collections, I could 
not accompany my report with the bonds. Now, in order to ob- 
viate this difficulty, and keep my account even, I have always just 
sent the specie I received or collected, to Mr Ross as an agent be- 
tween myself and the bank, to invest in bonds, holding myself re- 
sponsible on my bond for the amount collected in either bonds or 
Arkansas money, should the amount taken by me in specie, not be 
sufficient to procure the requisite amount iu bouds. The Finan- 
cial Receiver gave me timely notice before the meeting of the Ge- 
neral Assembly, that he had not been able to turn, the specie into 
State bonds. 'T then sent immediately to New York (my son-in- 
law, Mr. Wm. R. Miller) to purchase the bonds, he had barely time 
to go and come, and but litile time to stay in New York, aud meet 
me at the meeting of the Legislature. 

It will be a loss to me of somè $270 00 to require me to settle , 
my account with specie at 1 for 2, or 50 cents on the dollar; but as 
1 do not wish to be made the subject ol any remark, I have re-de- 
posited the amount in gold with the Financial Receiver, at 1 for 2, 
but I do hope the committee will not exact it of me, but will allow 
the Financial Receiver further time to hold it and invest it in 
bonds, giving me the advantage of lower rates, if it can be done. 
I have already suffered a loss of $130 expense of traveling and ex-
